The sad reality of the matter is that 
many of those elected cannot even 
spelt education, think pastoral care 
has something to do with sheep- 
shearing, and will cheerfully leave the 
chamber on the rare occasions that 
education is discussed. A number of 
debates on education have been 
attended by fewer than a dozen 
members, and some of those only 


stayed because they had dined too 
well and merely wanted somewhere 
warm to sleep where the police would 
not move them on. 


Before the election campaign gets 
properly underway 1 know exactly 
what is going to inmriate me most, ft 
will not be Michael Foot swooping 
through full stops and drawing breath 
somewhere in tne following sentence 
to avoid being interrupted in mid- 
rant, nor even Woy Jenkins wobbling 
on somewhat incredibly about the 
need for a leaner and fitter Britain, ft 
will be Miss Piggy with her over- 
rehearsed, sincere look, hectoring me 
about the need to return to Victorian 
values. 

Now if there is one period in our 
history I feel totally unnostalgic ab- 
out, other than the time of the bubonic 
plague, it is Victorian England. Every 
time I read about either education or 
social conditions generally in the 
nineteenth century ffeel the knuckles 
whiten. Apart from a few strikingly 
humane exceptions it was a horren- 
dously suffocating and hypocritical 
age, when a few powerful men en- 
joyed an exotic life at the expense of 
their fellows who lived in squalor, 
when many women were exploited, 
and children treated like an inferior 
species to be kept ignorant. My gran- 
ny's health education was appalling. 
All illness, according to her, was 
caused by “bad blood” and should be 
treated by aspirin above the waist and 
epsom salts below it.

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T his week. The TES has added it's own 
tontribution to the harvest of public 
opinion polls which have been gathered in 
since the election was announced. We 
commissioned a poll of teacher opinion, carried 
out by National Opinion Polls, aimed at discover- 
ing voting intention and views on a small range 
of major issues. It has to be stressed that the 
pollsters cannot make predictions. All they can 
do is present a snapshot of opinion and intention 
which faithfully reflects states of mind at the 
time the questions were asked. 

I Such caveats are important. There are ob- 
vious limits to the weight which can be placed on 
an exercise such as this, involving a sample of 
559 teachers. But teachers’ unions and others 
(even educational newspapers) are quite content 
to generalize about teacher opinion with no | 
evidence to support their themes: when we do 
have a survey of this kind it is worth looking 
closely at the results. 

The evidence on teachers' voting intentions 
places the Conservatives comfortably nhead 
with 44 per cent, followed by the SD P/Liberal 
[ Alliance with 28 per cent. This is, in the main, 
consistent with information from previous sur- 
veys. The Conservatives were even further 
ahead in 1979.

their agree/disagrec responses to the statements 
put to them by the interviewers. 

The educational issue ranked first by most 
respondents - pre-school provision - came ns a 
surprise: not because it is not of obvious 
importance, but because it has not been in the 
forefront of discussion lately. It is noteworthy 
that both Labour and the SDP have made the 
pre-school sector top priority and teacher opin- 
ion clearly supports this. It is one of the ironies of 
polls such as this that the Conservative Party 
which the majority of teachers also support does 
not give pre-school policy so much as a mention 
in its manifesto. 

Level-pegging as the next two issues in order 
of importance thot teachers chose from our list 
I ap two subjects which have been well In the 
mainstream of educational and political debate: 
examination reform and vocational education. 
Rating issues in order does not necessarily give 
much due as to views on the issues concerned, 
though it is worth noting that vocational educa- 
tion was rated an important subject especially by 
Conservative supporters nnd secondary school 
teachers, while dedard Alliance supporters 
(especially secondary teachers again) were most 
concerned about exam reform. 

There is, however, more evidence on voca- 
tional courses elsewhere in the poll, with an 
impressive majority supporting their inclusion as 
an option in (he curriculum nftcr 14, nnd n 
significant three-quarters opting for a compul- 
sory vocational clement for everyone at that age, 

| which suggests widespread agreement that u 
strictly ncndemic diet is no longer enough. 

Low down on nearly everybody’s lists of issues 
came those items which the parties' policy

The bad effects of exam syllabuses, 
and the way they lead to narrow 
and “didactic” teaching, are 
documented in HMI reports on 
several camprehensives and one 
prep school. 


prep school. 

At Lyndhurst House boys' prep 
school in Hampstead, London, the 
seven to nine-year-olds have a. 
varied programme of woTk, . with 
plenty of encouragement to discuss 
and think things out for themselves, 
says the HMls. 

But in the senior forms for 10 to 
13-year-olds the Common Entrance 
requirements take hold. “The, intel- 
lectual challenge to hoys tends to 
diminish as they get older, with 
greater emphasis on the ingestion of 
facts than on the exercise of intelli- 
gence,” 

In French, concentration on 
grammar has meant that “oral and 
aural competence of many boys has 
suffered”; in Latin, boys become 
competent at exam requirements 
“by dint of practice'*, but nre “not 
trained to re sard language as con- 
veying a sensible message.’ 

In English, the range of writing 
gets narrower and “more pedes- 
trian” as the exam appronches. 
Geography and history promote pas- 
sive learning rather than intellectual 
stimulus. In maths. mnihematically- 


mlnded pupils are not sufficiently 
stretched by teaching that concen- 
trated on techniques for CE. 

HMI praise the school for trying 
to keep a balanced curriculum, with 
some music, pottery, games, science 
and humanities, even in examination 
years. They found that the school 
was very successful at its “prime 
aim” of getting boys into London 
public schools. 

The school' had a wide range 
of extra-curricular activities, and 
teachers were very committed. But 
HMI suggest they should reconsider 
basic educational aims across the 
subject barriers, and work out 
teaching methods that fit both those 
aims and exam requirements. They 
also suggest in-service training to 
help to “combat the risk of profes- 
sional isolation”. 

The Nelherhall School in Cam- 
bridgeshire also showed a narrowing 
of teaching, and a curriculum seen 
“very much as a series of distinct, 
mainly academic subjects", as exams 
approached. 

The school is an 11 to 18 compre- 
hensive serving favoured residential 
areas. After a short inspection, HMi 
found generally happy, hardworking 
and academically successful pupils, 
and staff who “work very hard 
under considerable pressure” and

were showing “some signs of 
strain”. 

There were difficulties caused by 
a split site, which required duplicate 
resources and wasted staff time and 
energy. Work in the lower years was 
often thoughtful and imaginative - 
though the craft subjects needed to 
move from emphasis on skills to 
design. 

HMI praised the high standard of 
oral work at all levels, and generally 
good exam results. They suggest 
that the needs of less able students 
need more consideration. 

Haluault High School in the Lon- 
don borough of Redbridge is a split 
site school with a much less 
favoured catchment area. Some 10 
per cent of local 11-year-olds go to 
grammar schools. 

HMI found that the school had 
recently tightened up on work, disci- 
pline and uniform, improved com- 
munication with parents, and won 
growing support- from them. The 
school had a favourable staffing 
ratio, at 1:15.6, but 40 per cent of 
staff had to commute between the 
two sites, over a mile apart. 

The school's pastoral systems are 
praised (though, as for many 
schools, they visit, HMI suggest that 
form tutors should be told what 


Attendance was impro- 
ving; in the previous September it 
ran at 91 per cent and in July 84 per

HMI had particular praise for the 
sociology department at Hainnult:

jftn awareness of sex bias in chil- 
dren's books will widen the range of 
ks available in the classroom, 
rding to a Schools Council 
itudy. 

Teachers concerned about the 
blcm will not simply edit books 
jrhkh offer stereotyped sex images 
but seek out books which portray 
neglected areas such as women’s his- 
tory or men's role in child care, says 
the author bf a study of sexism m 
children's books. 

Ms Rosemary Stones says critic- 
ism of children’s books on social 
grounds is as valuable as traditional 
literary criticism, and does not in- 
hibit creativity. "The increasing

It received the 
necessary two-thirds majority and 
delegates then went on to vote to 
affiliate to the Campaign for Nuclear 
Disarmament. 

Many members were unhappy 
with both these decisions, and about 
300 resigned. One group collected 
more than enough signatures (about 
I 10,000) to requisition a special con- 
I ference to rethink the issue. Dcle- 
I gates met in December and were 

E ersuaded to consult branch mem- 
ers on their views on disaffiliating 
from CND and on the rule change 
rather than holding a ballot.

Mrs Anne Jones, head of an out- 
er London community school, said 
that teachers had also been depen- 
dent on exams for too long. 

She told a national conference 
called “Curriculum Issues: 14-19”, 
organized by the School Council 
that the exam system had made 40 
per cent of pupils feel rejected and 
rebellious. Mis Jones added: “It is a 
terrible thought for today: if the 
exam system did not exist would it 
be necessary to invent it?" 

Teachers could no longer threaten 
that unless pupils worked hard to pass 
exams then they would not get a good 
job. In the recession it was clear to 
everyone that qualifications were no 
guarantee that paid work would 
follow. 

Mrs Jones, who was at Leeds 
Polytechnic addressing the first in a 
senes of four national conferences, 
said comprehensive schools had 
done little to change the grammar 
school emphasis on individual 
academic achievement. There was 
not enough stress on physical, prac- 
tical, creative, expressive, social, 
political and moral skills. 

There was no guarantee that a 
comprehensive school pupil got n 
comprehensive curriculum; ns n re- 
sult some pupils continued to hnvc a 
built-in sense of failure and rejected 
education.

A form of private study by trainees is 
being accepted by the Manpower 
Services Commission as part of the 
mandatory requirement of off-the-job 
training and education for the Youth 
Training Scheme. It means that em- 
ployers can cut down on the 13 weeks 
of tuition which they normally buy 
from colleges or other training institu- 
tions. 

The Association of British Travel 
Agents has signed an agreement with 
the MSC under which 1,000 youngs- 
ters will be given “distance learning 
packs” to study while at work. Be- 
cause the scheme has been negotiated 
nationally, it does not have to be 
submitted to area manpower boards 
for approval like the majority of 
projects. 

The £2m programme is being run by 
ABTA’s training company, which is 
taking overall responsibility for the 
youngsters. The company will collect 
the Government grant and place the 
trainees with employers. 

About 400 of the trainees are ex- 
pected to be regarded by the firms 
iWio take them on - mainly retail 
■travel agents- asstaffwho will be kept 
on after their YTS year. The rest will 
only be attached for work. experience 
and have no claim on a future jab, 

; Some of . the trainees . are being . 
recruited directly by employers, but 
i most are being selected at recruitment 
conferences organized by ABTA in 
conjunction with local careers ser- 
• vices. Mr Don Colder, ABTA's train- 
ing director, says that many YTS 
‘schemes recruit only in the June-

Peter David analyses the 
controversy generated by 
proposals to teach 
children about nuclear 
conflict. 

Teachers in the United States have 
begun to wrestle with the painful 
question of whether - and how - to 
teach children about the perils of 
nuclear war. 

The National Education Associa- 
tion, the biggest and most controver- 
sial of the teaching unions, says the 
subject should be taught, and has 
produced an elaborate curriculum 
guide for high schools. But the guide,

A public dispute has broken out in 
South Africa between the Govern- 
ment and members of the De Lange 
Committee of Inquiry into Education 
over whether or not the committee 
favoured racially separate ministries 
of education. At the same time, 
Professor Peter de Lange, chairman of 
the committee, has given a warning 
that popular confrontation could re- 
■ suit if the Government -does not act 
soon on his proposals. 

These developments have occurred 
in the midst of mass meetings on the 
English-language campuses in protest 
i against the Government’s plans to 
1 impose racial quotas on (hem. 

Dr Gerrit Viijoen, Minister of 
I National Education reiterated in 
Parliament the Government’s com- 
mitment to segregated schools and 
separate education departments. He 
said the committee’s recommenda-

Every year The TES receives a regular trickle of letters from British teachers 
working overseas who complain of dishonoured contracts, intolerable living 
conditions and unpaid salaries. But when Hilary Wilce invited readers to tell us 
just how common these problems were the trickle became a stream . . . 


When watertight 
contracts begin 
to spring leaks 


A written contract is essential for 
teachers planning to work abroad. 
And before signing it they should 
read it very carefully. 

Other musts: 

• Check on your employers; 

• Speak to returning colfeagues ab- 
out conditions; 

• Do not rush into undertakings 
which commit you to the move. 

The dangers of giving up a job and 
home too soon were discovered by a 
lecturer waiting to take up a college 
post in West Africa. He signed a con- 
tract, left his iob, found a buyer for his 
house, had mnoculations, obtained 
visas ("itself no meant feat”), sold or 
gave away family possessions, made 
nisfareweils and then waited anxiously 
for his air tickets. 

When they showed no sign of 
turning up he managed to extract 
himself from his house sale but is now 
unemployed, on the dole and drawing 
on savings to survive. “It’s been a 
frustrating and expensive business -

and embarrassing , he writes. “We 
keep meeting people who think we’re 
in West Africa.” 


This correspondent was still hopeful 
of taking up nis post. Some teachers 
simply never make it. A six-page letter 
from a Birmingham teacher trying to 
take up her contract in Zimbabwe 
chronicled a mind-boggling series of 


letters, phone calls ana telexes all of 
.which had failed to secure her either a 
specific posting, residence or work 
permits, or travel documents. Yet she 
had signed her contract last July for a 
job supposed to begin this January. 

Some, having got there, wish de- 
sperately that they had not. 

In Libya dreadful conditions were 
encountered by a British teacher in 
a chaotic secondary school run by a 
kindergarten head, where the school 
management refused even to divulge 
holiday dates until a week before the 
holidays started. ‘ 

Prices, she wrote, had proved to 
be niuch higher than those quoted to 


her in England, and unexpected de- 
ductions had been made from her 
salary. Her furnished accommodation 
turned out to be sharing a water-less, 
chair-less flat with an unforewamed 
married couple. Kitchen equipment 
was “one pan, one dessert spoon, one 
fork, one fruit bowl, two dinner 

P lates, two cups and two saucers". 

erhaps not smprisingly, she left after 
three months. 

Another teacher who found herself 
fleeing back home was one who 
accepted a contract to teach in the 
Bahamas, having been assured in 
writing that she would be posted to an 
urban area, and to a senior school. 
When she arrived in the country she 
was sent to a primary school on a 
remote, outlying island, and no 
amount of protestation could change 
the situation. She and others, she 
writes, took flights back to London, 
and to unemployment. 

Other complaints received ranged 
from the serious to the simply irritat- 
ing. They included: 

• Three teachers who arrived at a 
school in Saudi Arabia to find their 
contracts' changed and (heir teaching 
loads expanded. They wore given' 
primitive accommodation and were 
accused of being obstructive when- 
they complained. “We have." wrote 
one succinctly, “been lied on, spied 
on and harassed." 

• A teacher working in a private 
school In Spain who found that despite 
written assurances in his cphtract that; 
he would not need to pay tax or 
security contributions nevertheless 
found himself paying out 7,000 pese- 
tas a month. The head had told

Those contracting to work abroad 
under the auspices of the British 
Government can join the Overseas 
Contract Teachers branch of the In- 
stitution of Professional Civil Ser- 
vants. Teachers of English as a foreign 
language might be advised to contact 
the International Language Teachers 
branch of the General Municipal 
Boilermakers and Allied Trades Uni- 
on for information about relevant 
unions in the country they are going to. 
Check calls to the relevant embassy, 
or with the British Council office in 
the country concerned, can sometimes 
be a way of eliciting information about 
a particular place or institution. I 
The National Union of Teachers I 
advises members to let its legal depart- 
ment scrutinize contracts before sign- 
ing them. In its experience the vast 
majority' of difficulties are contrac- 
tual, a spokesman said. The union will 
take up cases if members run into 
difficulties abroad, and for such 
reasons it makes sense for teachers not 
ito let their membership of a British 
union or professional association 
lapse. 

In the end, though, the element of 
risk can never entirely be eliminated. 
The excitement, adventure and re- 
wards that teaching abroad offer 
sometimes have their price in less- 
- than-adequate salaries or conditions. 
Luckily the number of people who I 
have found only bad things in working 
abroad is far outweighed by those who

While welcoming my 
opponents' resort to ad homlnem 
argument - it shows the poverty of. 
their real arguments - I must defend 
myself against some of the charges. 

Mr Sawyer’s accusation that 1 have 
visited none of the schools and that I 
know nothing of the local situation is 
completely unfair. Of the six schools 
involved I have visited four - two 
professionally as an education tutor. I 
have also done a heavy stint on the 
doorsteps of Salisbury, seeking the 
views of the public. 

It is a complete travesty to suggest 
(Mr Smith) that I believe that 
academic performances are all that 
matter in education, or that failure is 
connected with the number of O level 
subjects studied. Academic perform- 
ance is the only thing in school 
brochures that lends itself to scientific 
examination, and in any event I seem 
to remember that comprehensivlsts 
used to make much of this. As for 
“failure", I spend much of my profes- 
sional time combating the prevalent 
egalitarian view that secondary mod- 
ern pupils are to be regarded as 
failures just because they are provided 
with more relevant and realistic 
courses. 

The reactions of my critics are 
Intriguing. Mr Hood says the compre- 
hensive school is at least equal to the 
selective sector ire achievement; Mr

Sawyer gives reasons why it falls 
short; ana Mr Smith says that it is not 
trying to achieve academic equality 
anyway. 

There is room for debate about the 
extent to which the superiority of the 
selective sector is due to differences in 
intake. I have ascertained that less 
than 10 per cent of the grammar 
school intake came from outside their 
catchment area, which is half Mr 
Hood's figure. 

This should not, however, allow 
attention to be distracted from one of 
the main findings - the success of the 
secondary moderns. In eight subjects 
these schools either did better than or 
came very close to the comprehensive. 
Nothing can disguise this fact. Mr 
Hood tries hard, but in attempting to 
set up a superiority for his school in 
"failure rate" he conveniently ignores 
all CSE grades below grade 1 . CSE 
grade 2, for example, is no more and 
no less a failure than an O level grade 
D. 

I sympathize with Mr Hood in his 
dilemma. To show that his school’s 
performance is equal to selective 
school standards he has to demons- 
trate that he had no more than 30 
grammar type pupils in his fifth form. 
The more successful he is in this the 
more difficult it is for him to justify a 
claim to a viable sixth form. 

“Waste due to selection” is Mr 
Reilly’s main theme. The 11-plus 
exam, while not entirely accurate, has 
been described as the most accurate 


examination ever devised - certainly 
more accurate than A level. The 
effects of inaccuracy are ameliorated 
by overlap GCE courses in the secon- 
dary modem schools. The mistake Mr 
Reilly makes is to compare a selective 
system to Utopia, whereas he should 
properly compare it to the compre- 
hensive system, which has its own | 
disadvantages - large size, lack of 


disadvantages - large size, lacu oi 
structure etc. It also has a process of 
selection which is probably more 
inaccurate than the 1 1-plus. The proof 


of the pudding is in the eating, Mr 
Reilly. 

It is Mr Smith who lets the cal out of 
the bag. The aims of comprehensive 
schooling are different from those of 
the selective system, he says. Just so. 
It is precisely for this reason that in a 

E luralistic society we should do our 
est lo provide alternative systems to 
accommodate the differing views 
parents may hold about education. 

None of my critics mentions the 
rights of parents, which was a main 
feature of my article. In their passion 
for universal comprehensivization and 
their moral indignation over a merit- 
ocratic society they either consciously 
or unconsciously further the collectiv- 
ist state. 

This is the real issue in Salisbury, as 
the defenders of the selective system 
have at last realized.

il “Problem solving" is the design 
e clichg used as the string to tie together 
v superficially dissimilar areas. The 
1 usual outcome unfortunately is a de- 
t cidedly convergent set of principles 
which start with identifying a problem 
and then, through a series or logical 
and well-defined steps, solve it. 
However, not all creative processes 
work in a logical or well-defined set of 
actions. In fact it seems a feature of 
creativity that it is illogical and nebu- 
lous. Expressive ana intuitive ele- 
ments should form a significant part of 


Admittedly the pupils are all under 
one roof, but immediately on entry, or 
within a week or two, they are sorted 
and labelled. There are many who see 
this as the only -way to organize 
children for teaching purposes; but 
look at it from the child's eye view. 
What is the difference in failing the 
li-plus examination and in being 
placed in the bottom stream or bnndof 
a school? 

In small schools where pupils are 
sorted in this way they are placed in 
streams. In larger schools, (hey are 
placed in bands - which is merely a 
euphemism for streaming. In schools 
with this type of organization there 
will always be a bottom stream or 
hand. The children in these bottom 
streams or bands have been labelled 
failures at the age of eleven in spite of 
getting rid of the il-plus examination.

My first flirtation with an integrated 
design department was in 1975 as a 
student teacher.

that further education expects to be made good 



F urther education has a long and proud 
history of responding to change. But there 
is so much uncertainty and concern about 
the Government’s proposals for youth 
training that they are creating considerable 
anxiety, fear and even anger in the further 
education service. 

The FE contribution to the Youth Training 
Scheme has never been specifically defined. The 
Manpower Services Commission prefers to 
leave it to be determined locally. So there are 
substantial variations and the particular role of 
the service is impossible to predict. 

However, the White Paper, A New Training 
Initiative; a Programme for Action, envisaged a 
very substantial increase in further education for 
MSC-related work. The estimate is 73,500 
full-time equivalent FE places for YTS, com- 
pared with around 10,500 taken up in 1981/82 for 
the YOP. But, sis many as half of these places 
would, before the YTS, already have been in the 
system; young people on day or block release 
and on integrated training board courses. So the 
potential increase is only about 31 ,500 full-time 
equivalent places within further education. 

Another key assumption in this estimate - and 
one which underpins the agreement between the 
CBI and the local authority associations on fees 
chargeable for the off-the-job element in the 
employer based. Mode A schemes - is that the 
further education service will provide the off-

There are still a number of unanswered 
questions, too, relating to groups with special 
needs and there is a very real danger of sex and 
Tace discrimination in the YTS unless the MSC is 
more vigorous in their elimination than at 
present. With employers free to "recruit" 
trainees directly, the discrimination in the ' 
labour market seems likely to creep into the 
YTS.

In its anxiety to encourage participation by 
employers In the YTS, the MSC Is in danger of 
sacrificing quality and relevance. The consider- 
able number of crucial Issues not yet explored 
sufficiently, include the question of whether a

The World: A Television History. 
Network Television for Channel 4, 
Wednesday s 6.3Q. 

In praise of her subtlety, it was once 
written of the novelist George Eliot 
that “her pictures never became a 
diagram". But that, of course, was 
before the advent of computer sci- 
ence, even before the birth of tele- 
vision. In those far-off days, geog- 
raphers opened atlases which 
showed the physical features of con- 
tinents and countries, while histo- 
rians wrote and read history books 
in which chronology was all. Now, 
thanks to many factors, these have 
become conflated and an expression 
of this fusion of history, geography 
and the diagrammatic explanation 
can be seen on Channel 4 on 
Wednesdays at 6.30 in a series 
which started this week. 

The World: A Television History 
by its very title follows the fashion 
for what has been called “adjectival 
history" - urban history, cultural 
history, women’s history - denoting 
a partial or sectional approach to 
the past. In this cose it is the way 
the history of the world from the 
eighth millenium bc to the present 
day is presented in a series of 26 
25-minute programmes using the 
latest computer video technology. 
But the form here dictates the con- 
tent in a specific way, for the series 
is based on the Times Adas of 
World History - the run-away best 
seller which aims “to present a view 
of history which is worldwide in 
conception and presentation”.. 

The history which the atlas , and 
the television series present Is 
emphatically cosmic in approach. 
The image of a plahet panning into 
view starts, ends and interupts every 
programme and there is an ever 
present element of the wonder-of-it- 
all. The opening shot of the first 
programme shows a wide-eyed child 
as the sonorous voice of Robert 
Powell explains that “this series is 
about the liuman race in all its glory 
and all its misery . . . how mankind 
waxed and waned and grew ... It is 
the story of great achievements . . . 
and also of war and destruction . . . 
and man’s cruelty tp man”. _ 

In presenting this omnipotent 
peer through the universe, The 
World: A Television History is 
forced to confront some major prob- 
lems of historical interpretation, and 
it does so with varying degrees of 
success! The first problem is the 
Inevitable one of the its “march of 
progress" style of history. We watch 


the early programmes than in those 
coming later which include such sub- 
jects as “Asia responds to the 
West", “The Ace of Revolution", 
"The European Monarchies", when 
presumably man will not only seek 
to conquer the natural world, but 
also on occasions his fellow man. 
The cartographic, diagrammatic for- 
mat of the series reinforces this feel- 
ing as computer graphic animation 
rushes a quadruped upright into a 
hominid, pictograph script into 
cuneiform and sketches in the out- . 
line of a Lascaux cave painting, the 
meaning of which had oeen lost to 
mankind for thousands' of years, i 
There are obvious dangers in this 
quickstep of progress. 

Geoffrey Barraclough is the 
general editor of the Adas and what 
is somewhat ambiguously called “the 
principal historian 1, of the television 
series. Among other things. Profes- 
sor Barraclough is an apologist - if 
apologist were needed - tor the 
study of contemporary history, and 
he has written elsewhere of the new 
framework and new terms of refer- 
ence which such history requires, For 
the study of all contemporary his- 
tory tends to be telelogical, an ex- 
planation of how we got where we 
are today. The World : A Television 
Historv states its terms of reference 
“the intention is to link the past 
with the present and to show how 
the legacy of historical develop- 
ments fliousands of years ago is the 
world in which we live today ... it 
will summon up images from pre- 
vious eras . . . great forces of his- 
tory have helped shape the world 
we five in today". The programme is 
anxious .to explain- the present in 
terms of its relationship with the past 
and because this is a series with no 

P resenter and - with an unusually 
envy emphasis on the visual, it 
achieves its effects with a series of 
dissolving images - accompanied by 
electronic music, specially composed 
on a synthesizer by Hans Zimmer. 
The effect is straightforward and 
linear as a loaf : 6f oread . dissolves 
into a field of waving wheal “of the 
ancient world": it ‘is rather more 
dubious when in programme three, 
“The Birth of Civilization" , a crowd of 
passengers at Tokyo airport dissolves 
into the image of a Minoan bull . 

It is precisely this question ot the 
translation of the concept oF time 
which exercises historians: la longue 
durie of change set against the day- 
by-day, or even minute-by-minute 
span of events: The World has to 
confront this in a very direct way

Writers an Writing 
STV, ITV Fridays 12.30 pm. 

In these programmes Richard Hog- 
gart has been discussing with six 
eminent writers (one a week) the 
literature they have admired and 
been influenced by. The mix of his 


(Susan Hill. David Lodge. A S 
Hyatt), and a lone poet (Charles 
Causley). 

The discussions, while ail contri- 
buting to the theme of “influence", 
have varied considerably in their 
approach. While Susan Hill enth- 
used about Hardy (“his imaginative 
way of looking nt the world some- 
how struck a chord in me”) A S 
Byatt explnined how T S Eliot's 
writings on “the dissociation of sen- 
sibility" have inspired her work. Pe- 
ter Nichols recalled the impact that 
Paddy Chayevsky's television plays 
had on British playwrights in the 
sixties, while Tom Stoppard made 


the interesting point that his writing 
was influenced by his own reputa- 
tion: "You're rather stuck with what 
people think about you in the first 
place”, he said. “We get typed and 
labelled. ” Charles Causley. in to- 
day's programme, the last in the 
series, currently interprets “influ- 
ence” as “inspiration' 1 - on the 
grounds. I suppose, that he is influ- 
enced only by things that happen to 
him. “The business of writing a 
poem", he says, “is the result of an 
experience that knocks one over like 
a bus". 

On the whole, Richard Hoggarl 
has retained the appearance of con- 
trol over these spontaneous, diver- 
gent conversations by pragmatically 
adapting his questions to the 
answers he knew were coming. But 
there have been difficult moments 
when he has persisted with lines of 
questioning that weren't getting any- 
where. The programme with David 
Lodge, for example, was character- 
ized by Hoggart's efforts to fit 
Lodge's work info the tradition of 
“(he novel", and by Lodge, staunchly 
refusing to let him. Acknowledging 
Hint “the nineteenth-century classic 
English novel set up sonic of the 
primary methods of representing 
reality [which] one cannot escape.

Lodge insisted that the only signifi- 
cant influences were, for that very 
reason., the immediate ones - in his 
case, Joyce, Waugh and Greene, “if 
you are interested in what I think 
formed my own writing I think 
that’s where I would stop really." 
This argument, that influences cRn 
be too oig to have any significance, 
was supported by Peter Nichols, 
who, when asked how he had .been 
influenced by Shakespeare, said 
“It's like saying . . . how has being 
I British affected you or. you know, 
how lias being lull affected you.

There is no doubt in my mind that 
Margaret Thatcher is one of the 
most remarkable people of our 
time. In a society which discrimin- 
ates against women she has risen to 
the very top. Moreover, she has 
done this in a game which is more 
dominated by men than most, and 
in a party which represents the 
forces of reaction. Although I can- 
not conceive of circumstances in 
which I might vote for her, it is 
impossible not to admire the driving 
force and the personal achievement. 

* The paradox is, of course, that 
despite that, she receives not even 
grudging admiration in what might 
be called progressive circles. The 
women's movement, which becomes 
more bizarre by the day, gets no 
pleasure from the existence of a 
woman prime minister. The Labour 
Party sometimes appears to hate her 
more for her sex than her politics, 
and there is no shortage of Tories 
who dislike her for the same reason. 
(In addition, of course, there are 
those who object to her as a par- 
venu.) 

This biography is very much in 
the British tradition. It gives a 
straightforward account of her life 
coupled with a certain amount of 
testimony and gossip from unnamed 
sources. It is obviously rushed, pos- 
sessing neither references nor an in- 
dex, but is none the less interesting 
and readable. 

Its weakness is the same as its 
strength. The story is told in a 
straightforward way without fun- 
damental analysis or explanation. 
We know whal happened, but, ex- 
cept at a rather trivial level, there is 
-no explanation of why. In addition, 
we see Margaret Thatcher from the 
outside, but as a two dimensional 
character without depth. 


The authors portray her as a de- 
cent lady, friendly, good to her 
family, rather bossy, intelligent, but 
not at all intellectual. Her Conser- 
vatism goes back a long way in her 
life as does her determination to 
succeed. One would have thought 
that the two would go together with 
some sort of vision of the world and 
a deep concern for humanity. If 
Wapshott and Brock are to be be- 
lieved, she has neither. In a diffe- 
rent political system she would be 
an apparatchik. Crossman referred 
to her as “tough, able and compe- 
tent ... a kind of professional 
Opposition Spokesman". But even 
in power she appears to be a Con- 
servative without a Conservative vi- 
sion. 

Curiously enough, this even 
seems to t>e true of her time at 
DES, at least as it is portrayed here. . 
At the time she appeared to be a 
consistently reactionary person, 
working consistently against compre- 
hensives and in favour of selectidn 
at 11-plus. Above all she had a kind 
of hatred if not of education in 
general then of the maintained 
schools. But iii this book Bhe is 
shown as a more pragmatic figure, 
and an outsider in the Heath 
cabinet. She fought for resources, 
but in many other areas lost as 
many battles as she won. My own 
recollection of DES after she had 
gone was that most officials liked 
her, but a few hated her. Several 
told me how emotional she would 
get, but no one has mentioned this 
to the authors. 

Let me now get on to the eco- 
nomy. We are told that her mone- 
tarist views go'back a long way. The 
book contains as an appendix a 
speech Mrs Thatcher gave in 1968 
which expresses a policy similar to 
that which she has followed in the 
past four years. She emphasizes the 
need for controlling the money 
supply and states an aversion to 
financing the budget deficit by print- 
ing money. Enoch Powell had taken 1 
the same position at least ten yeaps^ 
earlier, albeit in a more sophisti- 


cated fashion. Perhaps she had been 
influenced by him. It is less likely 
that at that time she had already 
responded lo the works of Hayek 
and Friedman whom she did not 
meet until ten years later. But, lo 
put the matter in context, many of 
us associated the same views with 
Ted Heath. The difference is that he 
learnt from experience and con- 
tinues to do so. She does not. 

I do not mean by this that policy 
has not changed at all. Monetarism 
in the sense of controlling the 
money supply has all but gone, one 
of the problems being the lack of 
agreement on which money supply 
to control. There is a public sector 
incomes policy, and the budget has 
been used to nne tune the economy. 
Public expenditure has risen relative 
to national income, and In the elec- 
tion campaign increased expenditure 
on various social services is de- 
fended. Intellectually, the govern- . 
ment no longer has an economic 
position, but Mrs Thatcher still pre- 
tends she has. 

This leads me to the question of 
whether economic policy could have 
been pursued differently. The pub- 
lication ’ of Lord Kaldor’s recent 
speeches in the Lords reminds us 
that other possibilities did and do 
exist. His voice is one among many, 
but it is particularly brilliant and 
clear. He is in the Keynesian tradi- 
tion, by which I mean two things. 
First, that the expansion of de- 
mand is essential to the expansion 
of the mixed economy, this not hap- 
pening automatically but requiring 
government stimulus. (I .mvseflr 
would also place greater emphasis 
on supply than he does, but that Is 
by the way.) Second, that econo- 
mics must and can be applied to real 
problems as they occur. Proofs ab- 
out long run steady states, and 
eventual good times to coinc arc ut 
best irrelevant and more likely 
seriously damaging. Those who soy 
that whal has happened was a result 
. of bad' Inck or evil external fortes 
' rife contradicted totally by the evi- 
dence of these speeches. Trie econo- 


mic consequences of Mrs Thatcher 
were not surprising. 

Whal does need explaining is why 


things have gone on this way for so 
long, and why the electorate do not 
find that wholly unacceptable. After 


all, the conversion necessary Is not 
for Mrs Thatcher to become a 
Keynesian or a follower of Kaldor. 
Certainly, she need not espouse the 
policies of the Labour Party in order 
to improve her performance. 

The puzzle is why her monetarism 
has been so ineffective and so in- 
competently pursued. And, given 
that, why has she not gone back to 
Conservatism to see where to go 
next? The answer one usually gives 
stems from the behaviour of the 
Labour Party. Mrs Thatcher had loo 
easy a run for top long because the 
opposition preferred to destroy itself 


rather than the government. 

Reading Thatcher, however, I 
cannot avoid the additional conclu- 
sion, facile though it may be, that 
(he explanation also has to be found 
in her character. She appears to 
have a single mindedness (including 
a conviction that single-mindedness 
itself is a virtue) which makes ft 
virtually impossible for heT to accept 
and admit change. This is excellent 
when she is on the right path, but 
disastrous in other circumstances. 

1 conclude, therefore, as I began. 
The book is a good read about one 
of the major figures of today. It told 
me a lot about her, but very little 
that 1 wanted to know. At the end 
the phenomenon remains just os 

G uzzling. Perhaps, there is less to 
er than meets the eye. but we will 
not know that for quite a long time.

The book fair’s mpjor hit, though, 
was the Sussex based teacher's coop- 
erative, Tressell Publications, whose 
first booklets found a warm reception 
in these pages and elsewhere a year 
ago.

Case histories of autistic children 
are studded with prognoses that 
would make most parents despair; 
he is uneducable, be will always be 
dependent, once autistic - autistic 
for life, she will never be able to 
relate. There is no doubt that many 
efforts to help autistic children have 
proved ineffectual, but Niko and 
Elizabeth Tinbergen argue that this 
state of affairs and the pessimistic 
prognoses that spring from it reflect 
our tack of understanding of the 
condition. Any approach, therefore, 
that promises “new hope for a cure 1 ’, as 
the title of this book does, is ini portan t . 

The book deals with four issues:.- 
the symptoms of autism; its ess-, 
encie - how these symptoms are in- 
terconnected, its causes; and bow 
the condition may be ameliorated 
and perhaps cured. The four ques- 
tions are not, of course, unrelated. 
Notions about causation wiU influ- 
ence both how the behaviour of 
autistic children is interpreted and 
the kind of treatment thought to be 
appropriate. On the last three issues 
the authors find themselves in dis- 
agreement with prevailing opinion. 

One of the traps that scientists try 
to avoid is the use of observational 
and diagnostic techniques that influ- 
ence what is being observed and 
diagnosed and how the data are in- 
terpreted. The very nature of autism 
js such that this trap of observer 
interference is difficult to avoid. : 
One symptom of autism is failure to 1 
fqrm . a pormal relationship with [ 


” physical disease of the brain” , 
sometimes claiming it to be of gene- 
] tic origin. Such views have un- 

doubtedly contributed to the pessim- 
. ism about the possibility of cure and 
, to the assumption that autistic chil- 
dren are ineducable. Other have 
, claimed that the personalities of the 
; parents are to blame, that they are 
; ‘refrigerator’' parents whose cold- 
° ness is reflected in their child-rear- 
’ ing practices. This view may well be 
so guilt-inducing as to have de- 
| trimental effects on the parents' 
ability to help their autistic child. 

The Tinbergens ascribe autism 
mainly to psychogenic influences, 
though they acknowledge that orga- 
nic conditions may make some chil- 
dren more vulnerable to autism-pro 
ducing influences. They argue thai 
emotional damage in the early 
months or years of life is the main 
cause of the onset of autism. Unlike 
the guilt-inducing theory already 
mentioned this does not suggest that 
the emotional damage is the result 
of defective parenting by “refrigera- 
tor" personalities. On the contrary, 
emotional damage may result from 
events quite beyond the parents' 
control, such as the unavoidable 
temporary absence of the mother or 
the hospitalization of the baby. But, 
whatever the triggering event the 
very behaviour of an autistic child 
makes it difficult for parents to in- 
teract with him in a normal social 
manner and there follows a down- 
ward spiral increasingly damaging to 
both the child and nis parents.

Looking for a heart 

Audrey Laski surveys the latest paperbacks 


Literacy is on my mind today. First, 
because there are a lot of good books 
lo promote it. The Ahlbergs' Peepol 
(Picture Puffin £1.50) takes babies 
through the sequencing and detailed 
skills that they will need to become 
readers with its clever cut outs and 
■oily rhymes. Then the I Can Read 
series, newly in Young Puffins, gives 
very new readers the good experi- 
ences they need to “learn to read by 
reading". Like all the world, I particu- 
larly like Little Bear (Else Holmelund 
Minark, illustrated by Maurice Sen- 
dak £1.25) and Frog and Toad are 
Friends (Arnold Lobel, £1.25): both 
warm, funny and reassuring, and 
divided into very short stories which 
can be taken at a sitting, excellent for 
starters. The same is true of Feeding 
Babies (Chiyoko Nakatani, Picture 
Puffin £1.10), which is certainly the 
model of a first information book. 

The possibilities of picture books 
are, of course, endless; Tusk Tusk 
(David McKee, Sparrow £1.50) is an 
excellent little parable about the futil- 
ity of aggression, and The Kuai and 
the Spider (Patricia Grace illustrated 
by Robin Kahu Kiwa, Picture Puffin 
£1.25) a charming Maori tale about 
tribal pride; I am, however, depressed 
by I’m Taggerty Toad (Picture Puffin, 
£1.50); Peter Pavey is a brilliant artist 
whose work is convoluted and self- 
regarding and tells a sickish ' stoiy. 
Higher up the age range, good pic- 
tures help growing readers to make 
sense of text. Biro v s witty and freshly 
coloured pictures are an enormous 
strength to a pleasant little Bobby 
Brewster story. The Roundabout 
Horse (H. E. Todd, Hodder and 
Stoughton £1 .50) while Charles Keep- 
ing almost makes the reader feel the 
texture of the horse’s man© In 1 his 
Black Dolly (Hodder and Stbughton 
£1.50). 

Pictures may find their greatest 
value, however, in work for the older 
slow reader; a splendid new little 


series, Tex the Cowboy, etc. (Sarah 
Garland. Collins Colour Cubs. 50p) 
uses the minimum of words to tell 
funny stories about an incompetent 
but engaging c&wboy with a clever 
horse; most of the work is done by the 
pictures, whose cartoon style will 
make them acceptable to a wide 
age-range; like the early readers 
noticed above, they could be finished 
fast, which is very important for those 
with reading difficulties. 

But literacy leads lo thoughts of the 
uses of literacy, and I begin to ask 
questions. I notice that we are into a 


wave of tear-ierkers, with strange 
ghostly resemblances to Victorian and 
Edwardian sentimental fiction. In 


situation of a boy eaten with jealousy 
of his stepfather marvellously accy- 
rate; but alter the whole movement of 
the book has been to criticize the 
hero’s military values, the book’s 
exciting Finish endorses them, and the 
reader is left morally adrift; it is not 
the first time Robest Westall has done 
this. There is a similar self indulgence 
in Under Plum Lake (Puffin, £1.25), 
where Lionel Davidson uses a science 
fiction fantasy form to work out all his 
ideas of what an ideal life would be 
like, without any regard for questions 
alert young minds will want to ask 
-about his lost world. Another kind of 
self indulgence occurs in Haunting

There is also a fairly 
horrific picture of American school 
life: the hero's class is having to put on 


Goodnight Mr Tom, (Michele Mago- 
rian. Puffin, £1.50), a pathetic, 
crushed evacuee brings a crusty old 
widower into the community of affec- 
tion - echoes of Silas Marner and 
Anne of Green Gables. What makes 
the story modern is that Willie is not 
an orphan but the child of a sadistic 
religious maniac. I don’t want to give a 
false impression; it is a compulsive 
read, and the character of Zach, 
Willie’s amazing actorish friend, is a 
real original, but I am suspicious of it. 

I am even more suspicious of Sweet 
Frannle (Susan Sallis, Puffin pips 
£1.25). In many ways, this handies the 
last year of life of a paraplegic girl 
determined to make a mark in the 
lives around her with dazzling tact and 
candour, but afterwards the reader 
wonders: is the steadiness with which 
she faces her oncoming death credi- 
ble? and even, is the death itself a cop 
out7 To have shown her coping with 
marriage with the crippled boy she has 
fallen fn love with would have been 
harcter. . - “?:// ' ( 

• There is something of a hollow- at 
the core of this book; there is a terrible 
void at the heart of The Scarecrows 
(Robert Westall, Puffin plus £1.25).

called him a near-genius. But, after 
a brief but successful Career in biol- 
ogy, he followed his genie and 
founded the pioneering and pre-emi- 
nent school of machine-intelligence 
at Edinburgh. ’• I have -always re- 
. gwded Michie as essentially an haut- 

3 rlsaleur, pot only capable of 
, ing the essentials of the ideas 
he is treating,- bpt also capable of 
expounding tnem for . the interested 
lay reader, with clarity and ponsid- 
e ration, .undistfirted ’ either lazy 


imprecision or -the terrible tempta- 
tion to talk down and simplify for 
the lazy reader. 

His group generated many signifi- 
cant ideas themselves, and through 
the respect they were held in by 
their peers in the US. ensured that 
those generated in the better-funded 
laboratories in the US reached and 
informed people in the UK. It is 


immensely to Michie’s credit that he 
ran a laboratory on a shoestnng 
where people had freedom to range 
widely ana where the good ideas 
that this generated were so perci- 
piently taken up and publicized. 

I often Wopdei'ed, somewhat mali- 
ciously, whether Michie would have 
moved into . machine-intelligence, . if 
he had realized how very difficult 
indeed It would continue to- be to 
locate. its important ideas, hpw un- 
expectedly strange arid deep- those 
ideas would be,, and how long it 
would be - until, today’s expert sys- 
tems - before any tangible return 
would come that 'outsiders could, 
recognize as valuable. 

■ - in 1973-4, while still wondering, I 
witnessed one of the most crass acts 
of Whitehall Bureaucracy, and one 

of the most arrogant acts of an FRS, 
a fluid dyridmicist, Sif James Light- 


demonstrated his impermeability to 
the idens of the field, concluded that ' 
there were no worthwhile ideas 
therein, and Michie's group was 
broken up. 

Michie’s book is worth reading so 
that such misconceived methods of 
science funding should not be re- 
peated; I would today particularly 
commend the book to tne DES.

At first sight, it would seem that the 
first thing to look for in a new 
mathematics scheme is the coverage 
it gives to various topics. However, 
now that the rift between ‘‘modern’’ 
and “traditional" mathematics is 
rapidly disappearing, there is much 
more agreement between rival 
schemes on what the basic mathe- 
matical content should be. Two new 
schemes published this year try to 
provide schools with mathematical 
activity of a different character, 
rather than to give different or new 
mathematical topics. 

Macmittan Mathematics is for 

K rimary schools, whereas SMP li- 
5 is for secondary schools. Both 
have recently published their first 
stages. Both try to involve the child 
in a more direct and meaningful 
way, though they use different styles 
according to the age of their target 
pupils. 

Macmillan Mathematics consists 
entirely of workcards printed a 
black-and-white, with line drawings 
as illustrations. The cards are pre- 
sented in either sections (number, 
money, time, length, etc) each con- 
tained in a slip-case. Each section is 
graded into four levels, with colour 
[coding on the cards to distinguish 
them.

The first two levels are for in- 
fants, ages five and six. The second 
two levels for young juniors, ages

on how the cards are used. A school 
using individualized learning might- 
make do with only one or two sets. 
Clearly, the scheme is unsuitable if 
the teacher wants all the class to be 
doing the same card at the same 
time. However the approach sug- 
gested in Edith Biggs' overall guide 
is to organize groups. In some cases 
several children can work together on! 
the same card. 

The scheme gives children b 
chance to work independently and 
to discuss what they do. The cords 
are clear and simple to follow - 
though many teachers do not like to 
use only cards.

issue. 

Now produced only on cassette, 
each release comprising two casset- 
tes presented in a "library case" the 
size, shape and weight of a 
videocassette, the series makes an 
idiosyncratic history of literature. 


Chronologically speaking, the 70- 
plus titles currently available range 



from The Canterbury Tales (The 
Prologue, The Pardoner's and The 
Wife of Baih's Tales read in Middle 
English by Nevill Coghill and 
Prunella Scales) through some 
rather elderly Shakespeare to 
Sterne, Jane Austen, George Eliot. 
Shaw and "the moderns". 

It is in this latter category that 
editorial serendipity reaches a peak. 
Alec Guinness reading the poetry of 
T S Eliot, and Edna O'Brien read- 
ing from The Country Girls rub 
shoulders with the original BBC 
Radio production of Under Miik 
Wood, such children's titles as 
Pinocchio, Tom Sawyer and the Rev 
W Awdry's Railway Stories - and, 
inexplicably, Britt Ekland reading 
from her autobiography. 

However one thing Is common to 
all: a very good standard of record- 
ing.

Unemployment is a central issue for 
the 1980s, High levels of unemploy- 
ment are now widely recognized as 
a permanent feature of the social 
landscape. 

The unemployment Industry is a 
series of five, 25-minute ' prog- 
rammes on current developments in 
the training and education of young 
people. The target audience is em- 
ployers, local authorities, YOP and 
iTS sponsors, youth and voluntary 
organizations, trade unions, further 
education colleges. Careers Service. • 
Industrial Training Boards and 
secondary school teachers. 

We Can Do That is a Radio 4 
series of six, 30-minute programmes 
aimed at people who are trying to 
understand employment, now and in 
the future. This is ndt a study of 
unemployment, but a challenging 
look nt employment in a recession, 
at emerging trends and ways of 
creating new jobs.

Suddenly Young Enterprise, the orga- 
nization which helps youngsters to 
understand “real” business, has 
caught on. The number of mini- 
companies registered for trading 
through Young Enterprise has dou- 
bled to 800 during the last 12 months 
and there are now 20,000 "young 
achievers” learning the hard realities 
of sales forecasting, marketing, cash' 
flow and boardroom takeovers. 

This is partly due to the publicity 
attached to the RSA “Education for 
Capability” Award, partly to the in- 
creasing number of schools and col- 
leges wno have found that encourag- 
ing students to run their Young Enter- 
prise business from September to 
June, fleshes out the academic bones 
of the new Business Education Coun- 
cil courses. 

Each Young Enterprise company, 


olds, trades for one year only. The 
teenagers are sponsored and advised 
by local industry, they take part in the 
company's incorporation, subscribe to 
the memorandum and articles of asso- 
ciation and elect a board of manage^- 
ment with managing director; com- 
pany facretary, financial controller 
grid production manager.

Longfield Upper School in Kent has 
around 1,000 pupils, 72 staff and a 
school bank with an annual turnover 
in the region of £750,000 — £35 ,000 of 
it in the form of gilt-edged stock and 
building society investments. The 
bank is run by 30 pupils. , 

It is a considerable achievement, 
both educationally and financially, for 
a rural school in an area not renowned 
for its wealth. More than that, it 
introduces the pupils to normal adult 
banking practice from their first days 
in the school, simplifies accounting for 
tbe staff and is a valuable careers aid. 

“Philosophically” says Brian Chad- ' 
wick, tbe school's registrar and 
teacher in charge of banking, “the 
bank has fourfold advantages. It 
teaches all children money manage- 
ment in the most realistic way possi- 
ble; it allows those who work in the 
bank to find out whether they really 
are suited to a career in banking; it is 
an invaluable educational experience 
for tbe more senior pupils who are 
responsible for training the younger 
ones; and it gives them an unusual 
opportunity to take on quite consider- 
aole responsibilities. As a result they 
become noticeably more conscien- 
tious and mature.

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Steering the right course 

Money management perspectives in the 11-16 curriculum. By Howard Smith 


In today's increasingly complex world 
where many young school leavers find 
the transition to adult life difficult and 
traumatic, "money management" 
courses within the 11—16 school should 
provide pupils with a "survival kit for 
modern living". But, what is meant by 
money management, and how might it 
be developed within the curriculum? 
Is it for example simply a means of 
advocating values such as thrift and 
hardwork as opposed to overcon- 
sumption and indebtedness? Or it is 
basically concerned in dealing with the 
concept of how families balance out- 
going expenditure against income? 

In response, both the societal- 
values approach and concept of family | 
budgeting do provide a starting point 


in the development of a money man- 
agement perspective, but each plays 


only a small part in the overview of 
[money management courses. In an 
attempt to widen the perspective in 
the context of the 11 - 16 curriculum, 
one may consider including some of 
the following topics - 
Methods of Payment: Types of money; 
how to write cheques and complete 
credit slips; credit cards; budget 
accounts; hire purchase; credit sale 
agreements; the law relating to credit, 
and HP. 

Banking: Saving and loan facilities; 
autobanks; bank giro; travellers' che- 
ques; bank statements; standing 
orders; mortgages and bridging loans. 
Insurance: Risks and protection. 
Essential and useful insurance for the 
genera] public. Insurance documents 
and cover. 

Dealing with Institutions: (a) The 
Inland Revenue; (b) The DHSS; (c) i 


Travel agents; (d) Job centres; (e) 
Shops; (Q Local councils; (g) Com- 
munity associations.

There are probably, additional 
topics which some would like to see 
included, end no doubt some items 
which on balance should be excluded 
from the money management pers- 
pectives mentioned above, 

My proposition is that money man- 
agement courses should be a curricu- 
lar entitlement for every child in the 
11-16 school. Although the proposi- 
tion implies . that such courses be 
aimed at the 14—16 age-range, there 
are those who would suggest that 
keyboard training should begin at the 
earlier age of 11. 

i Certainly however, there are obsta- 



cles to such changes given the basic 
proposition or general view that 
money management courses should 
be more widely avnilahlc within 
schools. Let us consider the nature of 
some of these obstacles. 

Firstly, there nre those commercial 
or business studies departments where 
the existing curriculum Is unfortunate- 
ly out of balance. This sometimes 
takes the form of departments which 
are far too biased towards office skills. 
In fact, commerce departments pre- 
occupied with producing high -calibre 
private secretaries are too narrowly 
orientated towards a now declining 
vocational sector, and often fail to 
make adequate provision for other 
pupils within the 11-16 school, who 
might benefit from keyboarding, word 
processing and money management 
courses. 

In recent years, some schools have 1 
tried to redress this balance by intro- 
ducing either commerce, business slu- 
djes, economics, law, industrial stu- 
dies, sociology and/or politics, making 
them available to 14-16 year old 
pupils on an option basis, rather than 
having these subjects restricted only 
to those in the 16-plus age range. 

In some cases where this has been 
tried, schools have benefited from 
having a curriculum with wider bu-' 
lance. However, it is perhaps the more 
academic campreiiensivcs who have 
tried such bold ventures, and who 
have had access to mixed-ability and 
O level potential pupils. 

A matter for concern with this type 
of approach is that the subject matter 
of topics covered in commerce, com- 
puter studies, business studies, indust- 
rial studies ami economics, has loo 
many overlapping features which give 
rise to repetition, and cast doubt on 
the existing structures of syllubuscs. 
Types of business units, for example, 
uppenrs on four of the above sylla- 
buses money and bunking on all five; 
and international trade on hut ween 
three to five of the above, depending 
upon the uctuul syllabuses in opera- 
tion. ' 

In these examples, the cilucutiimal 
content may differ only in minor 
details and emphasis between one 
subject and another, and often only 
the more experienced teachers are 
able lo differentiate the topic content 
between subjects. 

Therefore, it would be wise to 
suggest tint the educational content of 


such courses be rationatiTMi „ 
carefully, or altematively“ S

examination adds to the relevance of 
the course. Overall, the standard 
required is that of O level OCE. 

As yet, after only two years of 
examinations in this subject, the nutn- 
iber of candidates is counted in the 
hundreds rather than the thousand. 
,But the Board, in initiating this new 
venture, believes that the interest of 
schools and colleges in money man- 


agement is much more likely to grow 
than to diminish as the value of these 
courses for all young people is more 
fully appreciated.

Reactions in 1979 to the announce- I 
ment by the Associated Examining 
Board of a new O (Alternative) level 
syllabus in Personal and Business 
Finance varied considerably. "A first 
rate idea. It promises to be a genuine 
help to youngsters about to enter the 
harsh realities of the world outside 
sdiool”, was the opinion of the Lon- 
don Evening News. “The education 
reformers’ latest fatuity”, commented 
the Daily Telegraph bluntly. 

Certainly the introduction of a GCE 
syllabus and examination of this kind 
has been a novel event and owes much 
to the recent spread of coherent 
money management courses within 
schools and colleges , backed up by the 
ever-improving resource material of 
organizations like the Banking In- 
formation Service and Life Orfices 
Association. 

Some teachers will argue fairly that 
money management education is 
something for students of all abilities, 
since its usefulness is universal. In- 
deed, from one’s own classroom ex- 
perience, courses of this or a similar 
Und were popular with a varied range 


of arts or science students within a 
lower-sixth General Studies program- 
me. However, during the mid-1970s, 
the Board began to receive requests 
from its centres that a syllabus be 
developed to provide a public ex- 
amination for those who wished to 
obtain a formal qualification. 

Development work on the project 
began soon after, being directed to- 
wards a GCE O (Alternative) level 
syllabus. Thus, in this first experi- 
ment, the Board was aiming initially at : 
a target group of 17-year-oIfls (or those 
in adult education), taking Personal 
and Business Finance within one of a 
wide variety of courses. It looks very 


likely that if the project is a success 
(early signs since the first examination 
in June 1981 are encouraging) further 
development work may lead eventual- 
ly to a syllabus for 16-year-olds, if 
teachers express an interest. 

In devising the syllabus, the Board 
wanted to emphasize its relevance to 
everyday life and how it might help to 
develop informed citizens capable of 
handling financial matters with confi- 
dence and with an understanding of 
their importance. The aims of the 

S Uabus are broad, rather than spe- 
alist; it is not intended to be specifi- 
cally vocational but, it is hoped, will 
promote the general education of the 
student by assisting in the develop- 
ment of numeracy and literacy within 
the subject matter of finance. No prior 
knowledge of accounting, commerce 
or economics is requireaby students, 
and it is intended that it can be taught, 
within one academic year, allowing 
about three to four hours’ teaching 
time per week. . 

The subject content of the syllabus 
is divided into three main areas. Part I 
(Sources and the Cost of Finance for 
the Individual) looks at the ways in 
which individuals can receive income; 
for example, how wages and salaries 
are structured and calculated. Diffe- 
rent methods of saving to earn income 
are investigated, as are the various 
ways of borrowing money, such as 
through banks, building societies, or 
finance houses. 

Part II deals with The Expenditure 
of Individuals and begins by discussing 
expenditure classifications - feed and 
variable, revenue and capital. It goes 
on to study major aspects of spending 
such as accommodation (purchasing 
or renting) and insurance, together 
with the way direct and indirect taxa- 


tion affect the individual’s purchasing 
power. 

Finally, Part III (Construction and 
Interpretation of Accounting State- 
ments) represents the "business fi- 
nance** section of the syUabus. The 
aim here is to enable students to grasp 
a little of the language of finance, so 
that they can not only "translate" from 
that language by the interpretation of 
simple examples of Income and ex- 
penditure accounts or balance sheets, 
but also into that language by the 
preparation of elementary financial 
statements from given data. No know- 
ledge of double-entry bookkeeping is 
required, but the idea is for students to 
be able to understand the summarized 
published accounts of limited com- 
panies, and be able to prepare, say, a. 
simple income and expenditure state- 
ment for their local cricket club or a 
social club. It Is hoped that all this 
subject matter will not be prescriptive, 
but will serve as a basis for a wide 
variety of courses in schools and 
colleges. 

The examination is by means of two 
writtenpapers, of two hours' duration 
each. Both papers range over the 
whole syUabus and the emphasis is 
• two-fold. First, the aim is not to be just 
a test of arithmetic, (though the 
encouragement of greater numeracy is 
an integral part of the coutso); the 
questions try to assess the student's

and the ability to communicate that 
understanding effectively. Second, 
the questions aim to be practical 
rather than tiieoretical, in that, they 
pose circumstances or problems which 
are constantly met in everyday life.

The business studies department of 
Amersham College teaches the 
Ordinary (Alternative) level person- . 
al and business finance: 

a) as one O/A of several levels, to 
students on a post-16 O level course; 

b) as an optional, additional O/A 
level to students on other business 
studies courses. 

We have been teaching to both 
categories of students since the incep- 
tion of the course in 1981. Students in 
category (b) have to suffice with less 
class contact than those in category 
(a), but such is the enthusiasm for the 
examination that the candidates in 
category (b) outnumber those in 
category (a). Several points may -be 
made about our experience to date. - 

First, and most important, the stu- 
dents definitely like the subject. Many 
of our students did not like or could 
not cope with the more traditional O 
levels in this general area, such as 
maths or economics, when they were 
at school. We feel that students can 
relate to the O/A level in personal and 
business finance because they can see 
a goal that is both desirable (because 
the realism and relevance of the 
subject matter catches their imagina- 
tion), and attainable (because they see 


tiorij.and attainable (because they see 
it as a “concrete” and hence manage- 
able subject). 


Second, staff enjoy teaching the 
subject because of the considerable 
scope afforded by the syllabus to place 
numerous topics (such as pensions, 
mortgages, the real rate of interest, 
etc.) which are useful per se into a 
numerical context. In our opinion the 
level of arithmetical ability required of 
the student is well judged to simul- 
taneously retain the interest of the 
more able and yet stretch the less able 
candidates. Our evidence for this is 
classroom feedback from students | 
working their way through the speci- 
men 1981 tand 1982 papers set by the 
I AEB. We feel that students In the 
16-19 age group tend to enjoy the 
"security” of numbers and getting the 


“right” answer and the course fulfills I 
thb role admirably. I 

We believe that teaching is all about I 
effective communication between 
teacher and students and this com- 
munication is easy to engender in this 
course because of the enthusiasm on 
both rides for the syllabus. 

We know that students like the

Third , we believe the strength of the 
course to be the syllabus content; it is 
realistically framed to be of direct 
relevance to students when they leave 
college. It lias been very easy for staff 
to make the subject matter topical and 
include current data on, for example, 
MIRAS, the retail price index, 
changes in personal tax allowances 
and changes in national insurance 
rates for the contracted-in and con- 
tracted-out schemes.

Enthusiasm and chaos rule in the 
. new Youth Training Scheme. 
Edward Fennell talks to those 
who will provide the training 


T he idea of a one year period of high w 
quality training has clearly been « 
accepted with some enthusiasm by em- 
ployers, trainers and others who are b 
organizing Youth Training Schemes. It was jc 
the quality aspects of the scheme which per- y, 
suaded the supermarket chain J Sainsbury to e 
come in on a trial basis. Having steered dear y 
of the Youth Opportunities Programme on “ 
the grounds that it was not properly struc- y 
lured and was aimed at the "unemployed and o 
the unemployable” Salisbury's found the c 
rationale behind YTS much more attractive. si 
Melvyn Pryer of Paddington College in c 
London is running the FE element of a tour- ti 
ism course for the Association of British s 
Travel Agents: “I’ve been involved in Unified ti 
Vocational Preparation and British Education 
Council General courses with trainees from a 
travel companies for some time but the YTS 
training programme is much, much better a 
than either of those. The MSC have really r 
fJrovided the initiative and the structure for us r 
to put together a very good course". c 

So far, then, the claims by MSC that YTS 
should be something “new and, far-reaching” 1 

look promising. Scheme organizers conctlr c 
with the view that it is about “providing a 1 
permanent bridge between school and work" c 
and not about "youth unemployment”. It is i 
evident that there is widespread concern ab- < 
out the need to equip young people with the > 
skills for the future and that YTS is providing , 
a focus for formalising and refining training ,i 
pTogrammes. . ' 

The British Association of Professional 
Hairdressing Employers (BAPHE), for exam- 
ple, is Coming into the scheme as the national 
managing agent responsible for up to 5,000 
hairdressing trainees. The association sees 
YTS as important to the future of the hair- 
dressing industry. 

“People are prepared to pay for a good 
hair-cut these days”, said David Cohen, 
Chairman of BAPHE, "but that requires well- 
trained staff. YTS gives us an opportunity 
of. training the hairdresser of the future 
properly.” 

But as David Cohen, Sainsbury’s, ABTA 
and others point out, YTS is capitalising and 
building on existing expertise - it is giving 
large numbers of' youngsters access to high 
quality training which in the part has been 
restricted to a minority. 

: “Most of our YTS trainees .will be in skilled 
areas like butchery, baking, office-work and 
to ota," said Owen Thomas of Sainsbury’s, 
“and while we are restructuring somewhat for 
YTS the basiB of the scheme lies in what we 
have been doing for some time”. 

Likewise the better hairdressers will' have 
no difficulty in providing the necessary quality 
of training biit BAPHE sees an important 
part of its job. as being to supervise standards 
at the lower level and to be selective about 
which salons it allots into the scheme. 

! w Vetting standards is going to be very im- . 
poitant,” said David Cohen, “and that is why 
we are setting up our own training organiza- 
tion with staff around the country to do a 
liaison and monitoring job”. 

Even Sainsbury’s has decided to take on a ' 
new YTS supremo Ironically a former em- 
ployee qf. the recently disbanded Distributive 
Industry Training Board - to make sure the . 
scheme Stays on .the right lines. . •

which many employers are having to incorpo- 
rate for the first time. 

‘The trouble is, we are being bombarded 
by colleges with offers to run the “off-the- 
job" parts,” said David Cohen, "and frankly 
we don’t think that’s right. So we're not 
expecting to be popular with educationists 
when we say that we are going to run the 
“off-the-job" elements ourselves. Currently 
we are negotiating to rent residential facilities 
out of season from holiday camps to run 
courses there; the manufacturers of hairdres- 
sing materials are probably going to run 
courses; and we’li be hiring outside consul- 
tants and trainees to do other parts. Occa- 
sionally we shall make use of ftirther educa- 
tion facilities but it will be exceptional”. 

At Sainsbury’s they are more optimistic 
about what local colleges can provide. 

“Nonetheless we have been most encour- 
aged to see that organizations like the YMC-A 
may also be providing the "off-the-job" ele- 
ments of YTS and so we shall be looking 
closely at exactly what they can offer”. 

Even some of the community-based (Mode 
B) schemes are. not necessarily relying much 
on, local authority colleges. The Hampshire 
Youth Fordb, the YTS run under the auspices 
of Hampshire’s County Recreation Depart- 
ment, has brought in a variety of outside 
consultants including the Forestry Commis- 
sion, Citizens’ Advice Bureau, and St John’s 
Ambulance Brigade to run its ‘‘off-the-job’* 
course and is setting up its own premises for 
much of .the further education, 

“The last thing that our youngsters want is 
to go back to a classroom," said Roger Tho- 
mas, development officer with Hampshire 
Youth Force. ’’They want something which is 
>ractical and relevant so It is vital that skills 
ike numeracy, literacy and social and life- 
skills are done in an applied context. So we 
have capitalized on the kids' interests in 
. motor cycles, for example, for a lot of our 
numeracy work and we’ve just come back 
from a week’s adventure training in Winder- 
mere where a lot of the life apd social skills 
have been covered". 

“Just being in a hairdressing salon itself is a 
train ing in life and social skills,” said David 
Cohen. “Virtually every minute of the day 
you are meeting customers, getting on with | 
them, making them feel relaxed- and sq on. 
That is all practical work - you don’t nqled to 
■do h in a classroom”. '

of trainers is seen to ‘ be the key to YTS

“Our 'supervisors take a. personal ihterest in 
their trainees,” said Roger Thomas. • “Often 
they show more concern than the kids’ own 
parents and very much more positive interest 
than their teachers back at school”. The ex- 
perience gained so far has been on a limited 
number of pilot scheme* where the time and 
. the Staff have been available to make sure the 
exercise functions correctly.

( was used asaclass-base, which limited 
its use as a library. Many of the books 
were dull and dilapidated, while 
others were only suitable for highly 
academic pupils. There was compara- 
tively, little modem, attractively-pro- 
duced material. 

The organization of (he library left 
much to be desired. Books were I 
arranged idlosyncratically, with large 
fcttuai books on narrow shelves and 
fiction books on broad shelves. The 
loan-record system lapsed. Our lib- 
rary was terribly underused, under- 
valued and abused. 

Some improvements were made by H 
an English teacher, and from this 
beginning the committee drew much 
inspiration. We wanted to exten d our

llbraiy resources, and tO include au- 
dio-visual aids as a stimulus to reading 
and research. 

Once the management structure 
was established we approached staff 
who might 1m interested in co-ordinat- 


ing and resourcing topic areas. They 
came from all levels of the school 
hierarchy and from all subjects. Their 
project areas were selected according 


[ to personal taste' rather than subject 
qualifications. This diversity has cre- 
ated an exciting atmosphere in the 
library. 

To achieve our aims we had to alter 
the library area and incorporate an 
underused sixth form study area. This 
area is now used for exhibitions and it 
includes carrolles for listening to 
tapes, facilities for slide projection.

and comfortable chairs for rending in a 
relaxed atmosphere. The sixth form 
now have individual study booths, 
built by our head of craft, who also 
redesigned the library office. 

Many of the items on display are the 
pupils' own work, though wc also 
included materials from other 
sources. So far, we have had responses 
from local residents, the town 
museum, and a loan of sculptures and 
artwork from the Henry Moore Arts 
Foundation. With such a stimulating, 
attractive environment, far more 
pupils go into the library - as many as 
90 a day at the lunch time break! 

We aim to coach pupils in library 
skills, using library lessons in the 
English syllabus and time taken in the 
1 study skills programme during the 
tutorial periods m the lower school, 
The skills Include: finding information 
from the microfiche; using the compu- 
ter to locate books; finding required 
books in the library; and finding 
information relating to their subject. 

These are only a few of the basic 
skills covered, but they all lead to the 
higher skills of evaluating the mate- 
rim, co-ordinating and organising the 
information, andlf necessary produc- 
ing a written account.

The microcomputer, argues Nicky Skues, 
offers new possibilities in terms 
of educational practice 


Faced with the inevitable arrival of a 
computer it seems most straightfor- 
ward simply to try nnd integrate it into 
existing curricula, using software 
which replicates tried and tested 
teaching methods, or possibly, using it 
as a disciplinary tool. But the danger 
of using the micro to simulate the 
teacher is that its true potential may be 
ignored. What we must realize is that 
tne computer offers new possibilities 
in terms of educational practice; in 
some sense we should be seeking 1 a 
“problem to fit the solution" in that a 
new search for. methods of educating 
the young (and old) must begin, based 
on the technological advances now on 
offer. s

is either boring, badly written, or 
educationally unsound.

ware which will use the resources of 
the computer effectively? First, a 
distinction may be made between 
“teacher-centred" and “child-cen- 
tred" software: the former is modelled 
on the activities of the classroom 
teacher, employing ever more 
complex branching and looping 
strategies in programs which claim to 
be increasingly adaptive to the level of 
the child as assessed by the testing 
procedures contained within the pro- 
.gram. “Child-centred" software re- 
spects children as learners and credits 
them with the ability-arid integrity to 
direct their own individual needs and, I 
interests. 

Looking a little more closely qt 
available software, it is possible to 
make a classification into six broad 
categories (here the focus is mainly on 
programs for the primary school): 

•" Arcade" games , 

•Drill and practice, "programmed 

learning” 

•Oames of logic and skill 
•Information storage/retrieval 
•Simulations 
•LOGO-like software. ' 

Of these six categories the latter 
four are what we should be aiming to 
promote in schools. Arcade games 
(Space Invader*. Pacman, etc) can be 
played virtually anywhere at anytime, 
ana therefore whilst a case' for their 
educational merit could perhaps be 
made oiit (speeding up reactions, or 

f irdmoting coordinated motor activ-

,U * A™ great deal of the Computer 
Assisted : Learning (GAL)... software 
currently available (particu arly for 
nrimnrv schools, aod especially in the 


fore, unsurprisingly, generntes the 
feeling that computers can offer little 
more than Just an injection of "fun" 
into the otherwise tedious task of 
working through pages of examples. 
Advantages ofusing the computer in 
this way are: the computer is infinitely 
patient, it never gets bored, it can 
provide instant, feedback (unlike a 
busy teacher snowed under with 30 
books to mark), and it can offer a wide 
variety of presentations of a particular 
idea or concept. 

But this assumes that we really want 
to perpetuate this “question, and 
answer approach, an assumption: 
which ignores the scope offered by the 
computer for widening qur education- 
at horizons beyond accepted inflexible 
practices. Moreover, (o &ddresb the 
question "Could. I dp. this without a 
micro?"' to much, of this sort of 
software would , yield the answer 
“Yes”, giving a clear indication that 
the most efficient use is not being 
made of the new technology. 

Drill and practice programs are by 
their nature closely structured and 
‘lead the child through a predeter- 
mined course. The teacher typical!) 
sets the level of difficulty for the child, 
and specifies other variables such as 
the number of examples to be worked 
through. But the appeal of computers 
will rabidly diminish if, as Frederick 
Pell has said,' “the teacher and ^he 
machine run the show". Such stirrings

tional criticisms levelled at drill and 
practice programs there is a further 
aspect to consider. The use of highly 
structured programs fosters a certain 
degree of “machine dependence”: the 
notion that the computer is some sort 
of superior being in possession of all 
the relevant knowledge. The fact that 
the computer has all the answers and is 
the sole authority on what is “right" or 
“wrong", dealing out rewards or 
penalties as appropriate, cannot fail to 
create a distorted view of the powers, 
capabilities, and uses of this new 
technology. 

Games of logic or skill include 
programs such as Hunt The Thimble 
which requires the planning of effi- 
cient search strategies to find the 
thimble secretly hidden by the compu- 
ter; or Gnmgy Towers which involves 
solving a murder mystery fas in the 
game Cluedo). Through using these 


programs children acquire training in 
systematic and logical thought. The 
educational relevance of such pro- 
grams rests on the assumption that 
these thinking skills arc transferable 
to a variety of other learning situa- 
tions: whether they are or not is 
1 difficult to assess, but in any case this 
sort of software can offer further 
benefits on the social side. 

Where children work together at 
the computer (the demands of such 
games proarams often dictate that this 
should oe the mode of operation) they 
are learmugcommunicaiion and other 
social skills. They must cooperate with 
efldi other as a team; they exchange 
ideas and learn to respect and conside r 
the views of their peers; and they must

one another. Teachers have com- 
mented on the nowerof the computer 
to encourage these collaborative and 
discursive activities among children; 
research in computer education has 
also highlighted the advantages of 
computeruse in this respect. 

A major strength of the computer is 
its ability to store and handle large 
quantifies of inftirnimuin. To use a 
micro for this purpose is therefore to 
tap its unique resources. Examples of 
programs which use these inform*. !

i software. An individual child is 
’ offered the opportunity to draw on 
and expand a particular fund of know- 
ledge related to his or her own 
personal interests, and is at the same 
time receiving the important message 
that the computer only knows what 
you tell it. 

Simulations again provide an 
opportunity of utilizing the micro in a 
novel way and enable children to 
I explore various situations freely, from 
planning road systems to reliving 
historical events or studying river 
pollution. In an effective simulation 
program children progress down a 
path of discovery, answering their 
own questions of “What would hap- 
pen if . , thus engaging in a 
process of active learning. 

Seymour Paper!, (the originator of 
the programming language Logo), 
however, claims that even simulations 
are just further manifestations of the 
computer programming the child syn- 
drome. They tend to Be over-simpli- 
fied and the student will only discover 
what the program designer has pre- 
viously determined will be discovered. 
This seems a harsh criticism: sim- 
ulations can provide useful teaming 
experiences, giving practice in forming 
and resting hypotheses. 

Before moving on to discuss 
Logo, there is a further point to 
consider concerning the evaluation of 
educational software. The discussion 
so far has centred on the various styles 
of the programs available, but it is also 
important to cast a critical eye over 
their content. Many ediicutiuiial pro- 
gram designers, in seeking to emulate 
the successes of arcade type software,

Educational software publishing is a 
potential minefield - but publishers 
and purchasers see different mines. 
Duhiichers must make a profit to 


publishers must make a profit to 
survive. Ideally, many might like to 
oublish ingenious, well-filled software 
packages costing £30 to £90; but if they 
did, the goldmine would be dug not 
by them out by software pirates who 
would inevitably defeat any “copy- 
proof protection" in the end. 

On the other hand, If software is too 
cheap, there is not enough margin to 
finance proper development work and 
documentation.

Tony Gray on developments in speech 
synthesis 


In the student union building at 
Loughborough University there is a 
pinball machine. The game is related 
to the Flash Gordon story, and every 
half minute or so the machine startles 
bystanders with the threat, “Emperor 
Mins awaits!" The new Maestro has a

The new Maestro has a 
talking dashboard. The age of com- 
monplace talking computers has ar- 
rived. and the next few years will see 
them in our classroodis. 

In a perfect world, artificially pro- 
duced speech would be high-fidelity 
and as easily understood as the origin- 
al. Unfortunately technical problems 
of generating high quality synthesized 
speech with a school micro make it 
necessary to differentiate that which 
may be understandable in general 
terms from that which must be pre- 
cisely intelligible. Put simply, the 
choice at present is between unlimited 
vocabulary which is only understand- 
able, and a limited specialized selec- 
tion of words and sounds with high 
intelligibility and natural cadence. 

This enforced distinction is useful

me speech need not be high. Selective 
visual prompts can be used to rein- 
force some messages. 

One problem with number prog- 
rams concerns rending level. With 
some children there is no difficulty - 
number, reading and language skills 
develop hand in nand. But sometimes 
there is a mismatch. For example, n 
mature reader may have good com- 
putational and problem-solving skills. 
Alternatively, a program may offer 
number work at the correct level for 
young children, which requires a read- 
ingage about 9.0 for satisfactory use. 

These problems can be overcome 
by using speech as the prime interac- 
tive medium within the program, 
enhancing written messages or being 
used to reward, explain or encourage. 
This application of speech does not 
require high quality and some schools 
have already tried barely understand- 
able speech systems because they see 
the potential. For children with spe- 
cial educational needs, spoken output 
may be particularly important. 

For other applications, tho speech 
needs to be intelligible and natural. 
This is because speech which hns a 
didactic role must convey its precise 
content, and not merely genera] 
meaning. Reading programs, Tor ex- 
ample, can still only address the 

g raphic aspects of the reading process, 
atisfactory software intended to help 
children establish the important 
grapheme/plioneme relationship can- 
not be written because speech output 
of sufficiently high quality is not yet 
available. 

To help pupils develop and practise 
early reading skills, it may be neces- 
sary for the system to speak a set of 
blends and digraphs as examples for 
■tho pupil to learp. If these are of poor 
quality, the learner will have a poor 
model to work with, nnd will suffer 
accordingly.

The SIR software package is written 
in a compiled version of BASIC and 
consists of two separate program 
suites:

The minimum configuration, re- 
quired to run SIR is 32K internal 
memory with dual double-sided mini- 
floppy discs. In use, the whole of one 
disc is required for the programs 
themselves and for work space. A 
second disc is employed for tne data- 
base: one side for the records and the 
other for the index. This allows approx- 
imately 200-250 records to be held 
on a mini-disc system, and 700-800 
records on a standard disc system.'

Hardly a complicated thing to cre- 


ate or to understand! The simplicity of 
this structure, and its flexibility in 
recording and giving access to the 
information, are significant. It is ideal 
for organizing files of newspaper cut- 
tings and other small items, as well as 
information from or about books, 
journal anicles and multi-media re- 
sources. 

The maximum space a record can 
occupy is 472 characters, and within 
this limit only the document number 
is of fixed length. All the other fields 
can vary in length up to a maximum of 
256 characters. 

The scope for variation in the size of 
records ^considerable , and this is why 
the figures I gave earlier for the total 
number of SIR records mini- or stan- 
dard dJscsystemscan hold are approx- 
imations. Equally, the index may 
occupy more space than (he records 
themselves if an extensive vocabulary 
is used, and this reduces the total 
number of records held. 

Creating the database is straightfor- 
ward once the editing programs have 
been loaded. The system prompts the 
user for the input of tne database 
name, and it automatically creates a 
[new database and prompts for the 
input of new records if a new name is 
entered. 

If the user enters an existing name, 
a list (“menu" in the jargon of com- 
puterized information handling) of 
options is presented: to add new 
records, amend existing ones, or cre- 
ate the inverted file, the index. This 
last is done by the system running 
through a suite of tour programs 
which select the subject words in the 
searchable fields. These fields are: the 
title, authors, and keywords. SIR 
sorts the subject words (torn these into 
.alphabetical order - then there is an 
index. 

An- entry in the index contains the 
word, with an indicator to show the 
field In which it is located, followed by 
the numbers of all records in the 
database in which it occurs. A crucial 
feature Is the use of the keyword field. 


which confers great flexibility. Every 
word in the keyword field can be 
searched for, so that the user can 
structure the information in the data- 
base as broadly or finely as required. 

Now that the information is in the 
database, the search programs can be 
brought into action. Tne user can 
specify a search through all three 
searchable fields, otherwise the sys- 
tem "defaults" to search the title and 


keyword fields only. I 

To control the search the user has a | 
set of commands known as the com- 
mand language. Simply by typing in a 
command, or a combination of com- 
mands, the user can initiate the search 
and then broaden or narrow it in the 
light of what the system retrieves. 

The simplest search SIR will per- 
form requires only the commands 
FIND and SHOW. FIND, followed 
by the subject word for which the 
search is being conducted, for exam- 
ple OIL, commands the system to 
look in the index to the database and 
identify all records which contain that 
•word in the keyword or title fields. 

The system makes a list of the 
records which satisfy this requirement 
and presents it to the user on the 
monitor screen. The list indicates how 
many records contain OIL in the 
keyword and/or the title fields. Then 
the command SHOW is used to ex- 
amine the records one at a time. 

The command PRINT will provide 
hard-copy output if the system has a 
printer, and there are other com- 
mands for combining search seis, 
displaying groups of records on the 
screen, reviewing searches so far. 
saving a search, and for running a 
previously saved search again. 

The aim - for SIR to look as much 
like current on-line systems as possi- 
ble - is achieved , by the use of the 
Boolean logical operators, AND, 
OR, and NOT. These operators are 
applied to the combination of search 
sets to narrow or broaden a search. 
Variant forms of the same word can be 
selected together in the same scl by 


using the facility for right-hand term 
truncation. For example, FIND POL- 
LUT* will initiate a search for POL- 
LUTANTS, POLLUTE. POLLU- 
TION, etc, A search set produced by 
FIND SEA can now be combined with 
that above, through use of Boolean 
operators, to make a search of some 
complexity. 

This short account of SIR leaves 
little room for a description of how it 
i performed in the six schools which 
participated in the project. It was used 
not just to demonstrate the principles 
and practice of information retrieval, 
but for organizing resources to sup- 
port project work' and for creating 
specialist databases such as one for 
careers information. 

Since the project ended we have 
released copies of SIR to a number of 
| organizations in education, including 
1 the MEP, for use in specified activi- 
ties. We felt that the feedback from 
this wider use would help Its future 
development, and the feedback has 
been very encouraging. 

By all the accounts of those who 
have used it, SIR is a powerful' 
| addition to the tools for leaching 


computerized information handling, 
and for handling information for other 
academic and administrative pur- 


poses. The feedback has always been 
accompanied by urgent pleas for SIR | 
tobe made available for sale as soon as 


possible, and we are hoping shortly to 
conclude an agreement for the com- 
mercial distribution of the version 
which runs on the 380 Z. 

This distinction is made because a 
version to run on the BBC Micro- 
computer exists, a development which 
was made possible by funding from 
‘the Department of Industry. Negotia- 
tions are beginning with potential 
commercial distributors for the BBC 
version, and with luck these might be 
concluded within the next month or 
two. For both versions, the SIR 
, software will be accompanied by full 
l user documentation, including 
j teaching materials.

Indeed, the only 
general purpose software to reach a 
wide variety of subjects is that Involv- 
ing (he creation and accessing of a 
database in some way. Other potential 
teaching and learning aids borrowed 
from the computing world - such as 
word processing systems and financial 
modelring packages - have yet to pass 
from Ihe hands of the pioneers. 

Database and simulation work 
apart, the concentration of activity is 
in maths and science. This has much to 
do with the current ratio of pupils to 
computers. If each child in a class had 
a word processing system which was 
easy to use then it would seem reason- 



able to expect a change in the attitude 
of that class to correcting written 
work. Redrafting could become an 
activity in which all students -good or

( piece of written work has been looked 
at by their teacher. 

Moreover, if h computer based 
dictionary and thesaurus were avail- 
able. from the same computer, to be 
called up at (he press of a button, 
children s vocabulary might be edged 
beyond the "I think it’s really great" 
barrier.

TXED for the Re- 
search Machines 380Z has for many 
secondary schools been the only text 
editing package available. In terms of 
its user interface - the part of a 
package designed to make that pack- 
age usable by ordinary mortals rather 
than robots - it is a disaster, regardless 
of whether the users for whom it was 
intended were to be experts or 
novices. (Too many teachers of com- 
puter studies eulogise over this 
museum piece of software). 

There is light at the end of the- 
tunnel, however. Peter Weston of the 
North Wales MEP Centre in Wrex- 
ham has designed an EDucational 
WORD processing package called 
EDWORD which attempts to meet 
the needs, and match the abilities of, 
pupils at school. The specification of 
Edword is exciting to say the least and 
the package should be available from 
MEP in September at a reasonable 
cost (see page 52). 

For the time being, we have to 
manage with one computer for a class 
of 30 children. Teacher directed 


of 30 children. Teacher directed 
simulations are bound to be popular, 
therefore, as they can be structured to 
involve a whole class round one 
machine. If the class is thereby trans- 
formed Into newspaper editor and 
team then just the ‘‘editor" sits at the 
word processing system. That person 
is then responsible for cutting an 
article of 1,000 words down to 300 so 
that it fits into the front page- layout. 
Once the front page has been pre- 
pared it can be printed by the compu- 
ter resulting in a real school news- 
paper. 

In this way ihe pupils involved learn 
far more about language than from (he 
abstract exercise “Summarize the fol- 
lowing passage in 300 words", howev- 
er disguised. But the idea embraces 


; more than just language - issues like 
- bias in the media and the content and 
r hidden meaning of advertisements can 

t arise in a natural context. 

F Critics of teacher-directed compu- 
i ter simulations point out two major 
difficulties. First, people in (he ‘'real" 
world often adopt successful strategics 
for doing things without discovcnng 
why they work. A car mechanic may 
know how to adjust a carburettor so 
that the engine runs better without 
any understanding of the physics and 
chemistry involved. A train driver 
does not need to know why the track is 
banked at a certain point on the route, 
he notices only (if at nil) that he 
doesn't have to slow down. 

Second, many simulations depend 
so much for their success upon the 
abilities of their creators that they are 
non-transportabfe products. Never 
was this clearer than when in April at 
the MAPE conference, an audience 
sat open mouthed watching Barry 
Holmes and Ian Whittington demons- 
trate some of their latest efforts. All 
that Is needed to accompany the 
computer based material they provide 
is a teacher confident in the subject 
matter - the police, flying an aero- 
plane and archaeological exploration 
amongst other things - and with the 
time, energy and dedication to involve 
local resources like the local Chief 
Constnble! 

At present, few simulations Involve 
children in actually programming the 
computer; that is, m actually doing the 
necessary modelling themselves. Bui 
(he success or failure of British Rail to 
run a service to a timetable, the 
production of a car with a certain 
average petrol consumption and the 
smooth flow of traffic at a busy nnd 
complex road junction till depend on 
"rear computer simulations where 
the construction of an accurate model 
is the key factor.

Could not both criticisms of teacher 
directed computer simulations be met 
by allowing pupils to create their own? 
If they build tne model then they will 
necessarily know the hypotheses on 
which it is founded and the teacher's 
role will be to advise during the 
construction. 

It would be wrong to think that this 
in any way limits us to mathematical 
simulations. Given a programming 
language in which words can be hand- 
led easily, one could model the char- 
acter of a person by his or her speech. 
One could thus create conversations 
between Mr Happy and Mr Grumpy 
or even Emma and Mr Woodhousc. 
On the other hand, given good 
graphics capabilities, it could be possi- 
ble to model on the computer display 
the tropisms of Insects like wood lice 
and of small rodents like rots and 
mice. 

Allowing children to program in 
this way raises the question: which 
programming language? BASIC is 
just not powerful enough Tor this 
purpose. Indeed the crux of getting 
computers Involved in the humanities 
in school is to give the pupils more 
control oyer the computers they use. 
With Basic too many details outside 
of the modelling task have to be 
absolutely right and a problem cannot 
be broken down into independent sub 
tasks. Nevertheless Basic is popular 
because it is widely accessible in every 
sense.

Paul McGee on new case study papers at 
CSE and O-level 


This summer many candidates for 
computer studies examinations at 
CSE and O level will face case study 
papers. There has been some confu- 
sion as to why such papers have been 
introduced, but understanding their 
purpose by teachers can help pupils to 
prepare for thepi. 

The backwash effect of examina- 
tions on the curriculum means that 
examination boards have to constant- 
ly review their means of assessment to 
try to provide a favourable environ- 
ment for good teaching in the class- 
room. London University had no 
previous experience of their own 
when they introduced a case study 
paper into their newly created O level 
computer studies examination after 
they had seen the problems of other 
styles of examining computer applica- 
tions. The London Regional CSE 
Examination Board is also introdu- 
cing a case study paper, albeit in a 
slightly different format to reflect the 
needs of CSE candidates. 

Previous examination questions on 
applications have fallen into three 
categories: those on applications speci- 


fied by the syllabus, those where the 
candidate chooses the application, 
and those where the, application is. 
assumed to be common Tufestyiedge. . 

In the first method, there is great 
difficulty in specifying a particular 
application in sufficient detail as far in 
advance as syllabuses require. The 
applications therefore tend to be 
stated in general terms, such as payroll 
or stock control, and the questions 
I became very similar to the second 
type. These questions have to be 
asked in general terms and the ex- 
aminers have to ask for a general 
outline of the system otherwise they 
: cannot assess the relevance of the 
candidate’s response to specific points. 

There is then only time to ask about 
one of the following Important areas: 
input, output, storage or implications. 
Any reasonably taught candidate can 
thus confidently prepare a good 
answer to an applications question. 
This can cause real problems in award- 
ing marks when such a question 1 * 
compared to others where candidates 
■have a choice of questions. 

. The third approach is to assume that 
candidates have studied a particular 
application such as banking or compu- 
ter-aided design, although the obvious 
unfairness of making such unwritten 
.assumptions has not seemed to worry ■ 
rehtJef examiners in the past. A case

The case study paper is defined as 
testing the third, fourth, seventh and 
eighth objectives. This will involve the 
candidate in deriving the information 
requirements of a system, and specify- 
ing the system precisely in terms of the 
output needed, the input data and any 
necessary files. 

It is a pity that six is not 
included because the best way to 
examine candidates’ understanding of 
the implications of computers may 
well be through applications. It is 
unrealistic to expect many pupils at 16 
to have the maturity to discuss in 
abstract terms a topic such as privacy 
: and security of information, whereas 
it. i? reasonable to expect, them to be 
,>ble to«hBWer specific questions on a 
' clearly defined application. 

The purpose or giving the candidate 
the specification in advance is to 
reduce the chance of misunderstand- 
ing during the stressful time of the 
examination. The candidate should 
seek advice in the two weeks about 
any. terms, or descriptions which are 
not understood, and should thus -at!*. 

. rive at the examination with a clear 
Idea of the scope and purpose of the 
application ana be prepared to answer 
questions which use, but do not test, 
Hits knowledge. 

The major question which teachers 
and candidates face is how much 
detailed analysis should be performed 
before the examination. Some candi- 
dates seem to have merely given the 
text a cursory glance without asking 
themselves why certain specific pieces 
of information .had been provided. 
Judging by the amount of crossing out 
in the answers, these candidates 
tended to discover, their importance 
during the examination. 

Other candidates prepared very 
detailed systems which they were 
determined to present to the examiner 
regardless of what the questions said. 
The ,best technique is to concentrate 
on the information processing re- 
quirements rather than on details of 
implementation, Candidates - should 
have' some appreciation of the size af . 
' the application and some estimates of 
, the times and storage capacities which 
are: likely to be involved: : ;•*.■. ' .

The 
marking scheme for such a paper is 
fairly simple and candidates do not 


It is I 
not even essential, although it is 
desirable, that the whole paper be 
taken at one sitting during the trial or 
mock examinations. 

The current O level paper is very 
different. It is absolutely crucial that 
trial examinations are as similar as 
possible to. the final examination be- 
cause one question can have an effect 
on another. The basic file design 


chosen can influence the choice of 
input device because it can determine 
the quantity and type of the data to be 
input. . . 

One consequence of this inter- 
relationship is that candidates are well 
advised to spend a considerable por- 
tion of the two hours preparing the 
answers in rough. This strategy re- 
quires the sort of confidence which 
can only come from having successful- 
ly completed trial papers. 

Most teachers of computer studies I 
have never attempted case study pap- 
ers, particularly under examination 
conditions. They arc often tempted to 
skim through the examination paper 
and then produce a rough or out fine 
solution upon which they base their 
teaching and advice to their pupils. Al 
la course at the London University 
| Institute of Education, 60 teachers 


attempted previous papers in the time 
allocated. Many were dismayed qt 
how little they had done by the end of 
the time, but later they were encour- 
aged to see how their performance 
rapidly improved with guidance and 
practice. 

This article might have given the 
impression that preparation for such 
examinations is based on exam tech- 
nique. Although this is important, the | 
major contribution comes from hav-

The basic components of a word 
processing system are a keyboard, a 
processor with a memory to hold text, 
a screen display, external storage to 
hold permanent copies of documents 
and a printer. Dedicated commercial 
word processing systems are far I 
beyond the price range of schools (eg 


microcomputers already in schools 
can provide a word processing capa- 
bility through the addition or a suit- 
able computer program known as a 
word processing package. 


There are a variety of word proces- 
sing packages available for a wide 


range of microcomputers. What fac- 
tors should you bear in mind when 
chaosinga suitable one for your micro- 
computer? AH too often word proces- 
sing packages are assessed with too 


much emphasis on their capabilities 
and too little on their mode of use and 
presentation of text.

error messages is vital to allow pupils 
to both learn and explore a word 
processing capability. A message of 
the form "It is only possible to move 
into the left margin by using. . ."is far 
more useful than “This command is 
not allowed" and is infinitely prefer- 
able to “Error 17". Continuing on a 
similar theme, I believe the inclusion 
of "safety net" features to be essential 
for inexperienced users. For example, 
it should be impossible to lose a 
document without confirming that this 
is the required action. 

The relationship between text en- 
try, screen display and printed copy is 
not always as direct as one mny 
imagine. A pupil should be able to 
enter text and, at all times , simul- 
taneously see an exact copy on the 
screen of what would be printed on 
paper. Not an unreasonable request 
perhaps, but packages exist where text 
is entered in a 40-column mode (poss- 
ibly useful for class demonstrations) 
and yet it is printed in 80 columns. 
Even if you can obtain an 80-column 
display, this may not be available for 
text enljy. 

This inhibits pupils in producing 
good document layout. Some pack- 
ages display special symbols on screen 
to Indicate that sections of text should 
be underscored or centred on print- 
ing. For pupils; such text should be 
underscored or centred on the screen 
A screen bused system (one displaying

educational word processing. 

The availability of resource ma- 
terials for pupil and teacher is very 
limited.

Marketing Manager of CCW, are very 
much those which lie behind the 
making of Sesame Street : the first 
objective is to entertain . and therefore 
there is a large element of play. “The 
play should enhance the learning by 
making a friendly process, encourag- 
ing the child or young person to 
experience new concepts and exercise 
new skills. In turn the learning en- 
riches play." 

Many of the programs apply them- 
selves to the primary pre-reading 
concerns of nursery schools: shape 
recognition and counting included, 
while others are the sort of puzzles 
often found in children’s puzzle 
books; mazes of every type and skill 
level are the favourite. 

Thus we have the Cookie Monster 
•Munch in which the child gets the 
cookies out of the mazes and puts 
them in a jar chased by the Cookie 
Monster, or Ernie's Magic Shapes, in 
which the child helps Ernie find his 
shapes and make them into pictures. 
In tnis one the child has to choose the 
correct shape and colour. There is also 
Grover's Number Rover in which the 
child helps Grover find the answer to 
various number problems. These 
games can be played at six different 
levels. 

None of these games are particular- 
ly educationally sophisticated and the 
subjects are (nose chosen by most 
publishers of software for this age 


on the screen badly written with very 
little depth.

What is interest- 
ing about these games is that they are 
not advertised as cooperative games; 
it becomes obvious in the course of 
playing them Ihnt two will fare better 
together than one working either 
individually or competitively.

Whenever a bandwagon starts to roll 
in education, one can observe New- 
ton's third law: (bat every force in- 
volves an action and an equal and 
opposite reaction. But this reaction 
against new ideas has a positive value 
since it forces educators to examine 
the limitations of their ideas. 

The use of Bigtrak in the classroom 
Is one such banawason, but we must 
be careful not to dismiss it on those 
grounds alone. It needs to be consi- 
dered under three headings that are 
the concern of educators: concepts, 
skills and attitudes. 

Although suggestions have been 
made for the use of Bigtrak in other 
areas of the curriculum, it seems to me 
that its greatest value is as an aid to the 
development of mathematical con- 
cepts. it is not difficult to devise a 
ranee of tasks to improve a child’s 


to develop the skill of estimating, to be 
able to program the toy appropriately. 
They will progress from the use of 
arbitrary units (ie Bigtraks) to stan- 
dard units. Children may want to 
measure out the course first, so that I 
their program will run first lime. They 
will need to learn about the need to 
measure accurately, and always from 
the same part of the toy, so that its 
length when stationary is not included 
in the measurement twice, 

Bigtrak's use in developing the Idea 
of angle has significant limitations. It 
cannot turn through a given angle in a 
reproducible way (even on the same 
surface); also, angle is defined in 
minutes and not in degrees (thus units 
are 6°, thnt is 15 minutes™ 90 degrees). 
TWa apart, Bigtrak c^n make a con-

wise, full turn, half-turn and quarter- 
turn, or right angle. 

Teachers of young children will no 
doubt have discovered that Bigtrak's 
turning in minutes can bo used to 
advantage in teaching time. Thus: 
How many minutes before quartor- 
io*one is twcnty-past-lwcive?" be- 
comes a concrete problem that can be 
worked out on the classroom floor. 

Ideas of shape, direction, velocily, 
symmetry and topology can all be

Manu- 
facturers need to consider this if they 
wish for greater penetration of the 
educational market. 

For the older junior child, problems 
such a9 describing equilateral triang- 
les, squares and other regular poly- 
gons can be set, as weTl as such 
topological shape problems as the 
pentangle, envelope and window 
shape. 

when teaching direction, Bigtrak 
could help a child to focus on the 
relative positions of left and right as 
opposed to the absolute positions of 
the compass points. When I face 
north, For example, east is on my 
right, but when I face south, east is on 
my left; this can be a source of 
confusion to children. 

If time is the concept thnt the 
teacher wants to develop, Bigtrak can 
play a part. Ideas of time con be 
learned and reinforced in situations 
requiring the child to estimate and 
then measure the time elapsed as 
Bigtrak performs a sequence of 0 |iera- 
tions. Again, the teaching sequence 
will be arbitrary units first, standard

We might ask, "How long does it 
lake for Bigtrak to travel .10 Bigtraks? 

many Bigtrnks per minute is 
this? There is room for a good deal of 
discussion as children decide which 
units are appropriate. Children will 
often moke their estimates in miles per 
hour but nM realize that these units 
are flnsultod to the purpose of making 
a measurement. 

Further questions may arise spon- 
taneously: is Bigtrak's velocity always 
the same? Whnt about different sur- 
faces?

The provision of the BCPL language 
and a program development system 
for BCPL on the BBC Micro is the 
most important advance for this in- 
teresting machine since Acorn suc- 
ceeded m manufacturing it in suffi- 
cient quantities to meet the avalanche 
of demand that the television pro- 
orammes provoked. 

Here I must announce my own 
predilections and interest: I think 
BCPL is the only available program- 
ming language that is based on a 
satisfactory insight into what one 
might wish programs to be able to 
express; its design is right, subject to 
certain pragmatic limitations that 
were deliberately accepted and recog- 
nized in the process of its develop- 
ment. so that it would be efficiently 
implemented on any reasonable 
machine. Beside it. other languages, 
seem to me conceptually untidy., 
cither because, like BASIC or FOR- 
TRAN, they were designed before 
people understood what a program- 
ming language was, or because like 
PASCAL or ALGOL 68, they are 
based on what I cannot accept as an 
adequate theory of whnt a program- 
ming language should do and be, _ 
For those interested in history, it 
was the late, great Christopher 
Strachey, who provided us with that 
insight and it was in 1966-7 that, 
vistfing MIT from Cambridge with his 
research student, Martin Richards, he

It is the only context-editor 1 
know on a microprocessor that gets 
within hailing distance of the most 
sophisticated editors 1 have ever met 
and I think it would be feasible to 
bring it up to whispering rather than 
yelling distance; it would certainly be 
interesting to try. It took me some 
three weeljs to become fluent in all its 
features and see what its limitations 

I were when [ was using it on a CP/M 
system. Don't let that put off the 
beginner. Ten minutes with the user’s 
guide will give anyone a baric six-ten 
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commands which are perfectly adequ- 
ate for immediate needs; you can then 
absorb the others as you gain confi- 
dence and a sense of adventure. 

Finally, the user’s guide attempts 
the heroic tasks of making all these 
facilities available in both an idiot- 1 
proof and an exhaustive accurate way. 1 
The first task is impossible; my com- 1 
I outer innoce nts got cau ght occasional- 
ly, usually because the writers had 
used a word like “boot” which is 
common with most machines but not 
with the BBC whose manual only uses 
its own word "reset”. But the things 
that bothered them could easily be got 
over by anyone slightly more experi- 
enced or equipped with Beginning 
BCPL on the BBC Micro. As far as 
accuracy of documentation goes ev- 
erything I read made consistent sense, 
but I would be amazed if a few nasties 
didn’t turn up when it has been out in 
the world for a while. However hard 
one tries lo catch them before letting 
the system out, there always are. 

So, after nil that technical apprecia- 
tion, what does this system offer the 
TES computer-user reader? 

Most immediately, it offers him 
more quickly produced, larger, faster 
systems that are portable across 
machines. That means cheaper, not 
only because less programmer time is 

( needed to implement their design, but 
also because less effort is needed to 
spread their marketability across a 
range of machine.

Few teachers can be unaware that 
computers are coming, for good or ill, 
and that they promise (or threaten) to 
help (or dominate) teaching in the 
future. The emotions generated at this 
prospect range from fear to excite- 
ment, and also include frustration and 
bewilderment. Computers can help 
children to learn, and are obviously 
important things to study In their own 
right, but will we have enough of 
them, and can thev be used in the 
classroom without disrupting the les- 
son or distorting the relationship be- 
tween pupils and teachers? Who will 
write the programs and how will 
teachers learn how to use them and 
still find time to prepare lessons, mark 
homework, write reports, umpire 
cricket matches, etc.? 

I It seems clear that in the i mmediate 
future teachers will continue to be in 
charge of large classes and in general 
will be too busy to learn much about 
computer programming. On the other 
hand there is ni> future at all in the

hand there is nb future at all in the 
notion that teachers should somehow 
leave it to the experts: only the 
individual teacher knows the com- 
plexities of a particular teaching 
situation, and he or she must be free to 
use the computer ns easily as a piece 
of audio visual equipment. Furth- 
ermore, whatever the potential of the 
computer as a learning resource, it has 
to be under the control of the teacher. 

This article describes one attempt to 
meet this situation. The Micronetwork 
is a system which enables a single 
microcomputer to be used with a 
whole class which is time-sharing; the 
first trial in a local school is just 
starling. The next step is to find a way 
in which teachers can collaborate in 
the writing of software and so make 
Jhe SreatMt use of their expertise 
programming 


A computer studies lesson might re- 
quire each station to behave as a 
conventional computer, and the best 
use will probably be for four normal 
■ computers each to have a network of 
four stations attached, with each of 
the stations being allocated a share of 
the screen and a snare of the computer 
memory. In this way a computer room 
could be used for simple programming 
by a class of 16 and yet be available 
during the next period for more 
advanced programming. 

In the conventional classroom, a 
single computer can be wheeled in on 
n trolley and I he keyboards given out 
like books. The computer can then 
play whatever role in the lesson the 
teacher chooses. 


m 
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The essential features of the Micro- 
network are a multi- wire loop which 
is fixed to the classroom wall and 
connected to the user port of the 
computer; and a set of stntions which 
plug into the loop. Each station Jins a 
keyboard, an indicator light and a 
buzzer. In the cheapest version, the 
keyboard is like a calculator, but for 
some applications schools might pre- 
rer the traditional typewriter-style 
keyboard. In some classrooms the 
network needs only one monitor, but 
it may also bo useful to have extra 
monitors.

Initially 
the most valunble use will probably be 
in what could be called computer- 
supported teaching, in which the com- 
puter Is used by teachers to do the jobs 
which teachers already do, but 
Perhaps faster and more efficiently. 

This may seem an exciting starting 
point for a technological revolution, 
nnd may involve supporting educa- 
tional strategics, sucli as multiple 
: choice testing, ot which some educa- 
tionists disapprove. However, it seems 
reasonable to start from what teachers 
already know about, nnd there is the 
bonus that time ami energy saved 
from any routine task frees the teacher 
for the tasks which only he or she can 
undertake. 

As teachers become familiar with 
w hat the computer cun do, new uses 
will undoubtedly emerge. The net- 
work could he used lo handle inter- 
actions between groups of pupils, for 
example, and even Imdiiional 
leaching could acquire a new dimen- 
sion. One colleague has suggested (hat 
the network mjghi allow a teacher 
discussing a topic with a class to ask a 
verbal question and then to require 
every pupil to answer by typing In one or 
or two words.
